Some of Mayor Wilson’s Vetoes Nullified — City Auditor Otis Ex- 
onerated From Blame in Financial Complication. 


An a lj earned meeting of the board of nl 
dermen was held la>t Monday evening at 
7.45 o'clock. Aldermen Brown, Chesley, 
Dana, Fisher, Fitzpatrick, Hutchinson, Lo 
throp, Lowell, l.jman, Norris. Bond, Pul- 
slfer, Stickney, Trowbridge, Ward well, 
Warren. Weed, Weeks and Weldon being 
present. 

In the absence of President Bally, vite- 
President Dana was m the chair. 

HEARINGS. 

Hearings were severally announced upon 
t’te laying out and acceptance of the fol- 
lowing streets. 

Avondale road, Ward (1 
Deer Held road. Ward »i 
Old Orchard road, Waid •’> 

Hampshire street. Ward 8 
No one appenred. and the hearings were 
severally closed. 

At the hearing announced upon the 
widening of Lincoln park, Mr. A. L. Bar- 
bour asked for information and Asst. City 
Engineer Morse stated that the matter was 
a formality required to legalize the taking 
of a small strip of land upon whioh a new 
concrete sidewalk had been laid and for 
which the abn* tors had signed the neces. 
sary releases. And the hearing was closed. 

At the hearing announced upon the lay- 
ing out of Waldorf road. Ward 5, no one 
appeared and the hearing was closed. 
Subsequently when the parties in favor of 
the laying out had left the room, the hear- 
ing was reopened at the request of Alder- 
man Warren (who was unaware of the 
above fact) and Mr. C. Henry Adams spoke 
fa remonstrance, saying that ail the land 
lie had deeded to the city had not been used 
iu the construction of the street and that 
he w ished it deeded hack to him.

Chairman Dana stated that the annual 
dinuerof the board would be held at the 
Newton Club on Friday, Jan. 18, 1901, at 7 
o’clock p. m., and ut 10.14 o’clock the 
board voted to adjourn uutil Tuesday, Jan. 
l, 1901, at 5.80 p. iu., after Alderman Dana 
bad expressed his regrets that his action iu 
asking postponement of the consideration 
of the excess and deficiency order had 
required this extra meeting of the board 
and exonerated the city auditor from all 
bluiue iu the matter. 


January 1 , 1 901 . 

The board met on Tuesday afternoon at 
5.80 o’clock, according to adjournment, 
President Baily in the chair, and Alder- 
nieu Fisher, Lowell, Lothrop, Chesley, 
Puna, Brown, Norris, Pond, Stickney, 
Trowbridge, Ward well, Warren and Weed 
being present. 

Alderman Chesley stated that the peti- 
tioners for tlie acceptance of Waldorf road 
were preseut it any member desired to 
hear them.

The rumor persistently circulated in this 
vicinity thut two of the strongest whist 
teams in the east have arranged a match 
for $500 a side, is, if true, a serious matter 
for consideration by ull lovers of tlie game. 

The American Whist League bus firmly 
taken its stand against the admission to its 
memberships of clubs which allow the 
playing for stakes, aud there ought not to 
be any question us to where it would stand 
on a mutter of professionalism suoh us the 
above. 

Whist is pre-eminently an intellectual 
game, requiring the exercise of many facul- 
ties. and good whist players naturally tuke 
priuu iu their achievements. The intro- 
duction of a professional cluss, where sums 
of money ure the stakes, will tend towards 
lowering tlie gentlem inly standard of the 
game and for its own pr. teotlon. the league 
uml its allied associations will be forced 
to distinguish betweeu the professional 
aud tlie amateur. 

Tbe disbarment from competiting in any 
tournumeut or watch held under the au- 
spices of the leugue or its associations 
of any person known to have participated 
in u mutch for money will effectually damp 
en the ardor ol these men whose whist 
knowledge is evidently greater than their 
judgement ; und whose eagerness to ob- 
tain a cash return for tlie handling of 
cards classes them as gamolers, und mukes 
them unfit to associate with ladies and 
gentlemen. 

Some declaration of tlie position to be 
assumed by tbe league ou this question 
should be made us soon as possible in or- 
der to cheek the growth of professional 
whist iu its iufuucy.

THE TWENTIETH CENTURY. 

The advent of the .new century was 
oelebrated last Monday night in as many 
ways as the ingenuity of man could 
devise. 

The religious element of the commun- 
ity furnished the greater part of the ob- 
servance, however, but were accompanied 
by dances, banquets, tire crackers, tin 
horns, bugles, cannons and ringing of 
ohiiues. The night was a paradox-a 
Sunday— Fourth of July, so to speak. 

The observance of the 20th Century 
club at the State House provided the 
key note for this vicinity, and it is safe 
to say that the streets of Boston never 
witnessed a midnight gathering of such 
character and respectability, and the im- 
pression produced on the minds of the 
participants in that solemn occasion will 
long be remembered. 


The financial complication atCity Hall as 
announced in the Boston papers of this 
week, is rather peculiar, and has developed 
a phase of executive obstinacy which was 
apparently unnecessary. 

Under the charter, no expenditures from 
the annual budget can be made unless the 
aldermen grant the amounts desired. Thus 
it has become the custom for the board to 
pass a monthly grant for all departments, 
and it has been understood by the finance 
committee tliit this order was what it pu - 
ported to be, viz: an order for the eutire 
month. The usual! order for December 
was passed, aud one for the li ;st two weeks 
in January. It now developed that the 
December order only oovers the expenses 
of the monthly payment on Dec. 10, aud 
that no allowance had been made for the 
expenses for the last three weeks of the 
year. The auditor had been assured by a 
member of the finance oommittae that the 
usual excess and de icienoy order would be 
adopted, and as that order, covered the 
same ground as the monthly grant, no fur- 
ther action was taken by him. The excess 
and deficiency order was , ’presented to the 
board aud inadvertently laid over until 
the meeting on Dec. 31, wheu it wus impos- 
sible to pass any order relating to the finan- 
cial year of 1900 owing to the clause of the 
charter requiring 21 hours delay in obtain- 
ing the mayor’s approval. 

The situation was brought to the atten- 
tion of the mayor aoout Christmas day 
aud he was urged to c ill a special meeting 
of the aldermen in time rectify the mat- 
ter. For some reason the mayor refused 
to call the board together fur that purpose, 
and considerable aud unnecessary delay in 
the payment of salaries, aud of bills against 
the city bus resulted thereby.

Therefore, at fourteen minutes before 
twelve on the night of December 31st, was, 
neglecting seconds, the beginning of the 
twentieth century. Having kept awake, 
and having begun to w atob a little after 
half past eleven, as the exalted, the august 
moment approached, one held up a ptetty 
traveller's clock, a Christmas gilt, iu one 
hand and a light in the other, so that any 
present who w ished could seo the nine- 
teenth century de| art and the twenti- 
eth century arrive as the minute hand was 
passing Hie murk of fourteen minutes ui 
twelve. 

At that uplifting instant the soul of one 
and another, auu another, might fill aud 
oveitlow with whatever, to each, was its 
greatest thought, whether, that war, with 
all its coarse bar oar ic cruelty of means and 
methods should melt away before the sun 
of righteous wisdom, acting in graded 
world courts of arbitration, as causes be- 
tween individuals or corporations are now 
finally settled iu stute or national courts; 
or whether that all industry should ulti- 
mately become co-operative, through the 
increasing intelligence, integrity and 
energy of labor; or whatever else might 
fitly enter among twentieth ceutury ideals. 

Eutering the new century as a power in 
it to help it to be a blessing, let all who 
will, pray und work tha some ideals muy 
be realized ; that the South African repub- 
lics muy never be blotted out.or that China 
und the Philippines may he treated with 
such dignified und hoiioruble wisdom and 
consideruteness as will be worthy of civili- 
zation fit to be called Christian, und will 
help rather than hinder its progress. 

In the many public assemblies where the 
great ami rare occasion was worthily ob- 
served, uo one, according to reports thus 
far seen, seems to have given a thought to 
the precise moment when the notable 
event really occurred. But no matter, the 
conventional time by which we lurgely live 
is the generally accepted symbol of the more 
real tune by which we lived before 1883, and 
is of less consequence than what we are all 
thiukiug, feeling, willing und doing in und 
for the uew ceutury. W.

Cl ten r* ns Clews. 

"Valuable clews toward the detec- 
tion of criminals are obtained through 
an examination of cigar stubs,” said n 
Scotland Yard detective. "This applies 
to those who smoke cigars, the stubs 
of which they carelessly throw away 
In the street or elsewhere. 

"If you pick up any stub and exam- 
ine It closely, you will ho able to learn 
something as to the personality and so- 
cial position of the man who threw It 
away. In the ease of criminals the 
first point to be considered Is the man- 
ner in which the end was cut off from 
the cigar. If n knife or any other In- 
strument was used for this purpose, 
then this Instrument will doubtless be 
found on the criminal: if. on the other 
hand, It was bitten off with the teeth, 
a thorough examination of the tip will 
show wlint kind of teeth were used for 
this purpose. 

“A man with a row of even teeth will 
bite off the end of his cigar squarely 
and evenly, whereas one with Jagged, 
uneven teeth will bite it unevenly and 
In such a manner as to leave clearly 
visible the marks of Ills incisors. By 
comparing the marks on cigar stubs 
with the teeth of suspected criminals 
prosecuting officers and detectives are 
able to obtain Information which they 
could not possibly obtain any other 
way."— London Answers.

Rattlesnakes were the most danger- 
ous wild animals with which the early I 
settlers of New Jersey had to contend. | 
They were very numerous, and their 
bite, If not treated properly at onee, j 
was generally fatal. In "Stories From 
American History” F. It. Stockton 
cites an Incident which gives an Idea 
of tie* abundance of rattlers in the new ! 
colony: 

In a quarry from which tin* work- 
men were engaged in getting out stone j 
for the foundations of Princeton col- . 
lege a wide crack In the rocks was din- I 
covered which led downward to a large | 
cavity, and In this cave w re found j 
about 20 bushels of rattlesnake bones, j 

There wus no reason to believe that 
this was a snake cemetery, to which ' 
the creatures retired when they sup- 
posed they were approaching the end ! 
of their days, but it was, without 
doubt, a great rattlesnake trap. 

The narrow, winding passage lead- 
ing to it must have been very attract- 
ive to n snake seeking retired quarters 
in Which to take its long winter nap. 
Although the cave at the bottom of the 
great crack was easy enough to get 
Into, It was so arranged that it was 
difficult, if not impossible, for a snake 
to get out of, especially In the spring, 
when these creatures are very thin 
and weak, having been nourished all 
winter by their own fat. 

Thus year after year the rattlesnakes 
must have gone down Into that cavity 
without knowing that they could never 
get out again. 


The House Problem In Purls. 

The housing problem is one that for 
years lias lain heavily on those with 
small incomes in Paris. 

Every day the French capltnl be- 
comes more and more impossible ns a 
residence for poor people and, while 
handsome houses grow more numerous, 
reasonable lodgings become senreer. 

The poor no longer find It easy to se- 
cure apartments at a modest rental in 
the city unless they are willing to be 
confined In bnrrncklike tenements on 
the sixth or even seventh story or shut 
off in a courtyard where they get very 
little daylight aud hardly ever see the 
sun. 

The workingman has therefore been 
obliged to migrate to the outskirts of 
the city, and whole suburbs, like La 
Villette on one side of Paris and Gre- 
nelle on the other side, are now inhab- 
ited exclusively by Industrial colonies. 

Every exhibition in Paris has 
brought a rise in rents all around, aud 
today the landlords’ dues are higher 
than ever. Less accommodation Is 
available in Paris for a given rental 
than in London, and the snultary con- 
ditions are generally inferior. 

The better housing of the working 
classes, however, is now beginning 
to attract the attention of reformers, 
and when the extension of the city 
eventually takes place perhaps some 
Improvement will be effected.— Paris 
Cor. London Mail. 


Ancient Cnatle, CnrlnuM Clock. 

Rushen castle, Castledown, Isle of 
Man. is the ancient seat of the kings 
and lords of man. The castle is a veri- 
table curiosity, both historically aud 
otherwise. The first mention of it 
dates to the year 1257. It was taken 
after six months’ siege in the year 
1315 by Robert the Bruce. The castle 
Is built of limestone and is not a ruin. 
Until a few years ago It was used as a 
prison. Tiie town clock seen In the 
castle wall was presented by Queen 
Elizabeth in the year 1597. It has only 
one hand on the dial. This is the hour 
hand. The minutes are Judged by the 
position of the baud between the hours. 
The works of this clock are also a curi- 
osity. The weight at the eud of the 
pendulum is a large stone, and it Is 
driven by a rope colled around a cylin- 
der of wood, with another stotie at the 
eud of the rope. The clock Is still going 
after Its centuries of service and is 
the town clock.— Newcastle (Euglat 
Chronicle.

Hoston, .Inn. 2, -The (?enerai Court of 
1WI begins its sessions today. The chief 
excitement centers about the question of 
electing a sergeant at arms, for early in the 
\reek it became evident that notwithstand- 
ing elements thnt made the candidacy of 
acting sergeant at arms Davis strong the 
fact of his appointment by the Governor, 
to serve from the death of Captain Adairs 
until today; his long experience as chief 
clerk of Captain Adams; the fact that he 
naturally has the sympathy of the great 
corps of messengers of the General Court ; 
and the perhaps more important circum- 
stance that he has had a very large com- 
mittee composed of members of former 
legislatures, and prominent men in the po- 
litical and Grand Army world. Hut all his 
livals were stirred into activity by the iml- 
nence of the caucuses of last night, and 
this morning, and therefore seut ont claims 
which rather staggered the friends of 
Major Davis for the time. The average on- 
looker has felt that the only real rival to 
Major Davis would be Captain David T- 
Remington, the door keeper of the t>enate, 
who by force of circumstances has come 
into closer relations with legislators during 
the past few years than has Major Davis; 
aud who is in many respects an ideal man 
for the position. 

Newton has an entirely new representa- 
tion in the General Court both as to the 
Senate and the House. We have learned 
on Beacon Hill to be very certain that the 
Garden City will make no error in selecting 
members of the lower branch. For a lone 
series of years, the Newton representa- 
tives have been not only gentlemanly in 
their bearing, but men of the best type of 
business and legal ability; so that with a 
much smaller delegation than that given to 
many of the cities of the state, she is a con- 
trolling factor in a large portion of the 
legislation enacted. For this reason 
Messrs. Bullard and Dana are sure of 
the most cordial weloome to the ranks of 
the legislators, aud of good treatment in 
the matter of committee appointments, eto. 
Colonel William Nutt, seuator-eleot. is a 
man of long political experience in a legal 
sense, aud there is small question that the 
interests of the Middlesex district will be 
safe in his hands. The indications are 
that he will be placed upon the committee 
on ranks und banking be having hud long 
experience in connection with the Natick 
Savings Bank, and that on water supply. 

1 should not be surprised to see him inuae 
chairman of the latter committee. It will 
be recalled that Representative Langford 
of your city was bouse chairman of this 
committee lust year, and it need hardly le 
remarked that it will be very much to the 
advantage of Newton if she can still have a 
representative upon the committee. I do 
not know what may be the desires of the 
representatives of the district.but it would 
certaiuly be a good thing for Newton if she 
oould have a hon>e member also on the 
committee. If this does not occur it is t> 
be hoped that Mayor Pickard will see to it 
that Speaker Myers places a Newton man 
on the committee on Metropolitan affairs, 
where he himself did such good work for 
two years. 

The reason for Newton’s interest in these 
committees this year is not only that the 
usual purk and boulevard questions will 
agaiu come up. but also that the indica- 
tions are thut a large sum of money must 
be voted to complete the Metropolitan 
water system. The state board of health 
in its report of 18!)5 estimated thut the cost 
of all the works required at first would be 
$iy,045,800. They also estimated the cost 
of the Weston Aqueduct from South- 
boruiigh to the Metropolitan district, which 
is now required, at S4US2.000. Theie were 
additional puyments required under the 
provisioi s ot the Metropoiitau Water act 
as follow 8: reimbursement of Boston for 
expeudin res on Sudbury reservoir, 81, l.v, 
707; amount paid tor completion ot nuu- 
cury reservoir, $l,7fi5 000; amount paid amt 
to he paid Boston for works taken January 
iirst. Its; is. 812,531.000; this makes a total 
of $•' ‘J, 478,507. Then the wutet b 'ard es 
timutes that the inten-st, sinking fund and 
luumtenanca not met by animal assess- 
ments, at $4,354,100. This added m> the 
luin er figure.-, nukes a totui oi $43,8.72,- 
067- 

The oiiginal appropriation voted in 1870 
■was 827.000,00, so that there seeuis lobe 
now a balance of 810.8321457, to be met. 
This balance does not include whatever 
utnount* ure eventually paid to Malden, 
Medford, and Melrose lor works taken at 
Spot Point. It will thus be seeu that the 
call is for nearly 817.0(H), uuo more. How- 
ever, the board lias suggested aud the sug- 
gestion meets with the most hearty en- 
<1 'i.-ement of the auditor’s and tnuMirer's 
departments ol the commonwealth, that 
tho whole annual cost be so assessed that 
there will be no deficiency. In other 
words, that the be added to the 

amount now annually as-essed. The re- 
sult of tliD would be tint instead of the 
average of $200, ooo, being annually added to 
tUe assessment, tlie increase would be in 
tbe neighborhood of 8400, 000 annually. 
This inciease diminishes yeur by year, 
thougli of course the total assessment in 
creases so that w hile it is to be $1,534,800 
this year, in 1007 it w ill he $2,170,000. U li- 
ner the existing law, Newton will pay this 
year $4,340. If lull cost is paid, her asses. - 
incut will he $7,40). an increase of $3,ot*o. 
But the advantage would seem to he thut 
it will then be only necessary for the legis- 
lature to pups u dtiicieiicy bill of $12,500,- 
000. 

Tbe explanation of this condition of 
things is thut (lie legislature in 1805 appro 
priated u lump sum of $27,ouu,00(j and pro- 
vided for lakiug the wuter works ot Bos- 
ton, Malden, Medford and Melrose, with- 
out making a definite estimate therefor. 
It also added the requirement for the as- 
sumption aud completion of the Sudbury 
reservoir. The watei board believes thut 
the works oiiginally piovided will he com- 
pleted within the estimate, but it lias ex- 
pended neurly $3,000,000 on the Sudbury 
reservoir, lias uiieudy paid I he city ot 
Boston $5,<too,00o on account, and still must 
pay over $7,000,000 to meet the payments 
provided in the settlement of the suit of 

the city against the diutt lot. 

All these questions will make the sessions 
of the Metiopoliiuu A lluirs and Water 
Supply Cuiuumiee silling jointly, very In- 
tel e.-tiug indeed, und we sliull of course ex- 
pect City Solicitor Slocum to add a great 
deal to the Intel est. 

There is no probability that the gas aud 
elect! io light commissioners will report con- 
cerning the price of electric light in New- 
ton in the immediate luture it bus its 
uunual repot t to prepare, und this con- 
sumes a great deal of time iu January. 
Then it has u rather difficult matter to 
consider concerning price ol gas in Last 
Boston, aud I have good authority for suy- 
iug that the order on this subject will be 
prepared and published before tbe Newton 
petition is taken up. So it is safe to assume 
that it w ill be well into February before u 
decision is render* d. 

.Senator Nutt au<l his associates on the 
wuter supply committee will be likely to 
see a grt at deal of Percy M Blake ol New- 
ton, who has appealed before the legislu 
tare su many times ou water supply ques- 
tiouK. Mr. Biuke bus recently been very 
busy constructing the filter beds for the 
city of bpiingfieid, which resulted from 
lust year s ugiiuliou in the legislature. He 
s ulso likely to come up here upon matters 
concerning the wuter supply in Great Bar- 
rington, Norwood und elsewhere 

The harbor und laud commission, of 
which Mr. Wales of your city is clerk, is 


a’so extremely busy, not only upon Its 
initial report, but noon the Cape Cod 
Canal, and Fairhaven Bridge questions re- 
ferred to by last year'* general court. Mr. 
Wales is clerk of the joint commissions on 
these two subjects, both of which take in 
the board of railroad commissioners, of 
whioh George W. Bishop of your city Is a 
member. Mr. Bishop’s commission Is 
also extremely busy, one of tho matters 
upon which it will immediately report be- 
ing the question of vestilmled electric cars 
for Boston, which was committed to its 
hands by the legislature a few months 
since.

AN INCIDENT IN A MICHIGAN CITY 
STIBS UP WOMEN TAXPAYERS- 


In Kntntiinroo Wmnrn Win. Paid S.ift, 111 

In Tnxr* Were Not Allowed to Vote nt 

Special I lection - Men Who I'niil Only n 

Dog-tnx Were. 

A vivid object-lesson, calculated to 
arouse mingled amusement and ind g- 
nation, hns lately been given in Kal- 
amazoo, Mich. It shows the compar- 
ative legal status of a woman who pays 
a large tax on real estate and a man 
who Is assisted from the poor fund, 
but who nevertheless contrives to pay 
n dog tax. 

Kalamazoo lately held a spe^’nl 
election by tbe “property taxpayers" 
to determine the question of establish- 
ing a board of public works, which 
would Involve an expanse of $t*00. 
Some eminent lawyers gave it ns their 
opinion thnt at this special election 
tax-paying women would be entitled 
tn vote, and a number of them pre- 
pared to cast tlieir ballots. But on 
the morning of election day the city 
attorney sent out the following type- 
written letter to all the Inspectors: 

JTo tho Inspectors of Election: 

Gentlemen: — In my opinion nono 
but qualified electors entitled to vote 
at general elections, with the addi- 
tional qualification that they must bo 
property tax-payers, are legally en- 
titled to vote at the special election to- 
day being held. 

Women, therefore, are not entitle! 
to vote. I also hold that, as dogs are 
property, an elector, otherwise quali- 
fied, who can show thnt he has paid 
a tax on a dog as provided by law, is 
entitled to vote.

Most of the inspectors decided in ac- 
cordance with this letter, and refuse! 
the women’s votes. 

One of the women tax-payers. Mrs. 
Mary E. Pengelly, then enlisted the 
aid of the city treasurer in an exami- 
nation of the tax-rolls, and she has 
published the result. In Kalamazoo 
last year 1,089 women paid $55,111 in 
taxes on their separate property, or 
more than 20 per cent, of the whole 
tax of the city. In addition to these, 
there were many married women 
whose property was assessed jointly 
with their husbands’, and who are not 
included. The total dog tax of Kala- 
mazoo for the year amounted to $162. 

Mrs. Pengelly writes to the Kala- 
mazoo Gazette-News: 

The women of the city will readily 
remember that ever as winter ap- 
proaches they are called on for deeds 
of charity, in contributing to the ne- 
cessities of those who, from various 
causes, are not able to care for them- 
selves. Sometimes sickness and other 
misfortunes bring these sad conditions, 
but the majority of such cases are the 
result of dissipation and lack of thrift. 
From whatever cause, however, these 
wants must be relieved; and, in tlieir 
ministrations of mercy, these kind- 
hearted women have frequently te- 
ported that in many homes where 
they have found women and little 
children actually suffering from cold 
and hunger, they have also found one 
and sometimes two dogs, which must 
share (i£ they live) in these gifts of 
charity. 

Now, as these families, having drawn 
front the city’s poor fund and from 
voluntary donations, b/ave succeeded 
in living through the winter (dogs, 
too), in process of time a special elec- 
tion is ordered in some financial in- 
terest of the city. At the time ap- 
pointed for the election, among other 
qualified voters, an intelligent woman 
presents herself, and respectfully of- 
fers her ballot. The inspec.or of elec- 
tion, addressing the woman, asks why 
she thus comes. She replies: ‘‘To 
cast nty vote as a property taxpayer, 
having paid into the city treasury al- 
most $2,000 this year, for which 1 hold 
receipts.” The inspector replies: “It 
is all right, madam, for you to pay 
your assessed taxes; but, unfortunate- 
ly, being a woman, you cannot vote'.’’ 

The next applicant for the right of 
suffrage is a person in male attire. Au 
he announces his name, the inspector 
says: 

“Do you come to vote as a property 
taxpayer?” 

“Yes, your honor, I do.” 

“But how is this? Were you not 
cared for by the poormaster last win- 
ter? Where is your property that you 
are paying taxes on?" 

"Right here, your honor; I paid tho 
tax on this y’r dog." 

“Can you prove to me that you 
surely paid it?" 

“Oh. yes; here is the man that I 
borrowed the dollar of to pay it. Ho 
will tell you so.” 

“All right; you are a man, and as 
'taxation without representation ia 
tyranny,’ you can vote." 

Here Is tho picture — $162 in dog 
tax given right of way over $55,111.57 
legitimate tax on personal and real 
estate puid by women c.tizens of Kal- 
amazoo. 

1 leave It to an intelligent public 
to decide on which aide of this ques- 
tion justice is to be found. 


“Government liy Consent.” 

A Nebraska campaign orator re- 
cently made the startling announce- 
ment that the only case of govern- 
ment by consent in this country ia 
that of the wife who. on taking her 
marriage vows, agrees to obey her 
husband. There are two considera- 
tions that the orator did not stute, 
which might have rnude his point 
stronger. One is that the word 
“obey” has been very generally elimi- 
nated from the marriage ceremony, 
and therefore very few women “con- 
sent to be governed.” And, secondly, 
those who do. consent to be governed 
only by one man, while, without their 
consent, they ure governed by four- 
teen millions of men.— Laura Gregg.

Boylston Street Tracks. 

The street railway war in this city over a 
location for doublet racks in Boylston street 
from the Churles river to the Brookliue 
line is now on and both the Worcester aud 
Newton companies are busily engaged in 
circulating petitions in aid of their respee. 
tive roads. In regard to the through line 
of the Boston & Worcester the following 
clipping from the Worcester Telegram may 
be of interest. 

"James F. Shaw, street railway magnate, 
proiuotor of the proposed trunk line from 
Boston to Worcester.has run against a snag 
in Southboro, according to the selectmen 
of that town, who say that if Mr. Shaw 
does not come to time he will find it im- 
possible to put his trunk line through be. 
cause the town of Southboro will be in bis 
way. 

When Mr. Shaw was making arrange- 
ments for the location of his new road he 
got franchises iu eveiy town he would have 
to run through except Brookline. South- 
boro was one of the towns which gave him 
a franclii.se which would hold good uutil 
Jan. 1 , 1901, when if the road was not 
built, lie would be obliged to have the 
franchise renewed. Mr. Shaw found so 
much difficulty in getting a location in 
Brookline that he did not succeed until too 
late to do any work ou the road until the 
summer of 1901, aud now he is busy getting 
his franchises extended beyond Jan. 1 . 

Selectman Frank D. Newton told a re- 
porter for The 'Telegram that Mr. Shaw 
will not get his franchise renewed until he 
accedes to the demands ol the selectmen, 
and as Shaw says lie will not do that, the 
selectmen are wondering what lie is going 
to do. They say Mr. Shaw cannot get 
across tiie tow'n of Southboro, and he must 
coiue to the selectmen before they will go 
to him. 

At tiie last conference between Mr. Shaw 
and the selectmen it is claimed the railway 
magnate thought it would tuke only a short 
time to straighten out tiie matter, but after 
several hours tiie conference broke up 
without anything being accomplished. 

The selectmen say they are not particu- 
lar about having the railway laid through 
Southboro, aud cau easily get along with- 
out it. 

They say that electric cars running at the 
rate ol twelve miles an hour would be dan- 
gerous to citizens, und give this as one of 
the reasons why they do not cure wliat 
action is taken in the matter by Mr. Shaw.” 

We are also credibly informed that Hie 
Worcester Company has no locution iu the 
Town of Wellesley, and it is evident that 
the "through” line has considerable hard 
work ahead of it in obtaining other loca 
tious outside of us well as iu tuis city.

“The instant of death,” says The In- 
dian Lancet, Is a vague and indefinite 
expression when viewed from the point 
of physiology.

Some physiologists still further restrict 
the definition to that point In decay 
where every cell In the body of nn ani- 
mal or plant lias censed to coutain or 
consist of living protoplasm— in other 
words, encli cell must have lost be- 
yond recall Its life powers. 

Probably one of the most striking ex- 
amples of instantaneous death was 
that of the person who accidentally fell 
Into a large vat of boiling caustic pot- 
ash, which at once consumed the entire 
body, leaving only tiie metallic plates 
from the heels of his shoes and a few 
buttons from the clothing ns remnins.

State House Letter. 


(Special to the Graphic.) 

Boston, .Inn. 9.— The indications arc 
that in a few days the General Court will 
be well settled Into its harness nnd the 
wheels of legislation will rapidly revolve. 
President Scale and Speaker Myers made 
their committee appointments on Monday. 
The Newton members of the House each 
received excellent appointments, Mr. Dana 
being pine d upon the Judiciary commitee 
and Mr. Bullard upon the committee on 
railroads. Senator Nutt is made chairman 
of the important though difficult commit- 
tee on taxation and is placed on the corn- 
tees on constitutional amendments nnd 
military affairs. As an old soldier the 
latter committee will please him, while 
as a lawyer he will like to be on consti- 
tutional amendments. Evidently there is 
to be a good deal of talk on the single 
tax question this year, nnd his committee 
on taxation will therefore have long hear- 
ings upon this subject as well ns upon 
the ever recurring issue of the exemption 
from tnxation of foreign stocks. 

As to the general result of committee 
assignments, those in the Senate seem to 
give good satisfaction with the exception 
of the committee which has so much to 
do with matters of interest to Newton- 
Metropolitans affairs. But two of there 
turned Senators were noon this committee 
last year, Senator Huntress of Somervillle 
and Senator Parry of Cambridge. This 
committee must sit jointly with the com- 
mittee on street railways to hear the 
proposition for an additional Washington 
street subway to be built either by the 
city of Boston or by the Boston Eleva- 
ted Railway company. Senator lluutress 
claimed the chairmanship as the ranking 
man. Senator Parry desired it very much 
indeed. A week ago it was thought that 
the matter could be arranged by making 
Senator Parry chnirmau of the Street 
Railway committee. But it seems to have 
been found in some way that Senator Hun- 
tress would still be the senior, and pre- 
side over the hearings of the two com- 
mittees in joint session on the subway. 
So finally Senator Parry was given the 
chairmanship of Metropolitan affairs, and 
Senator Fletcher of Westford was made 
chairman of the Street Railways, Huntress 
being given the chairmanship of the Fed- 
eral relations. 

The House committees come out of the 
hopper in a badly mixed condition. Speak- 
er Myers always means well, but some- 
thing evidently got twisted. For instance, 
when the list was read it left 37 commit- 
tee places vacant. In addition the com- 
mittee on education found itself with one 
extra member, while the House com- 
mittee on elections had but one mau, 
Mr. Barry of Boston. It is not custom- 
ary to appoint Democrats to any chair 
manship, they representing the minoritj, 
but the rules provide that the first mem- 
ber named for any committee shall be 
its chairman, and so with the possibility 
of contested election cases which are 
threatened, Mr. Barry of Boston is not 
only chairman but at present the only 
member of the committee. There will 
be some curiosity to tiud how the speaker 
escapes from this dilemma. 

To return for a moment to the Met- 
ropolitan Affairs committee, the senator 
ial members, besides Messrs. Barry and 
Huutress are Senator Jones of Middle- 
sex, utul Senator Codmnu of Suffolk, 
and the House members are Messrs. 
Schofield of Malden, chairman, Russell 
of Boston, McNary of Boston, Twombly 
of Winchester, Welch of (Jliuton, Stack- 
pole of Lynn, Bagley of Boston, Barber 
of Somerville, Nickerson of Dedham, 
Rounds of Cambridge, and Logan of Bos- 
ton. One other committee change is of 
interest, because it must sit with Met- 
ropolitan Affairs on the water question, 
to which the writer referred last week, 
that on water supbly. Senators Codman 
of Suffolk, Parry of Middlesex— both 
members of Metropolitan Affairs— and 
Shaw of Suffolk; Representatives Gar- 
field of Brockton, chairman, ON’eill of 
New Bedford, Borofskv of Bostou, Kiug 
of Worcester, Adams of Mendon, Cool- 
idge of Hopkiuton, Davis of Gloucester, 
ana Lollins of Avon. Mr. Borofsky, it 
will be noted, is the only House mem- 
ber who li es in the Metropolitan dis- 
trict, but it is significant that Mr. Cool 
idge of Hopkinton has succeeded in get- 
log upon the cumnittee. For as the 
Graphic readers will recall. Hopkinton 
hud lust )ear a bill for reimbursement 
ihrough loss occasioned by the construe 
lion of the Suduury system which Mr. 
LanglorU opposed and Senator Ray ad- 
vocated and which was deleated in the 
upper branch. Evidently it is coming 
up again. 

The tact that Senators Parry, Huutress 
and Jones are together upou the Metropoli- 
tan committee indicates that so far as the 
committee is concerned they will be able 
ti carry through the boulevard bill in 
which each is interested providing for a 
parkway connecting with the Middlesex 
Fell’s paikway and crossing Somerville 
und Cambridge sous to have a new route 
over that section into Bostou. 

The Governor’s attitude on the question 
of expeuditures in Lite Metropolitan dis- 
trict indicates that there will be a good 
deal of difficulty in getting through this 
buulevard bill or any other measure look- 
ing to the new' construction in the district. 
While of course it is desirable thut the 
plaus which have been laid lor tiie park 
system and for parkwajs be made as com 
pleje as possible so as to serve all parts of 
the district, still considering the fact that 
it is not today known whether the distiict 
is to be ussessed this year simply the sum 
provided for as an annual assessment in 
the findings of the special commission ap- 
pointed by the Governor, or whether it 
must pay lust year’s assessment and this 
year’s assessment both, it would seeiu 
rather wise to go slow. 

The fact is that the Commonwealth is 
getting tied up financially because of the 
uncertainty in connection with the pay- 
ments on these Metropolitan Park matters, 
ainl it is impossible to know what the state 
debt will be this year until this question of 
whether two annual assessments can be 
levied or only one in a single year is settled 
hhould two he levied it would bring a 
sufficient amount into tire state treasury to 
fix up the cash balance so tnut there could 
be u considerable reduction in the state 
tax. if only one Is a.-seased, then the stute 
tax must be increased so as to put the cash 
balance in the treasury upon the footing 
which it held before this question arose. 
In other words the stale tax last year was 
laid on the supposition that several hun- 
dred thousand dollars would come into the 
treasury from the park district on that first 
assessment, it did not come and »o bills 
provided for presumably by luxation had 
to be paid out of the treasury balance re 
ducing it considerably. 

it will be seen that u number of difficult 
questions connected with metropolitan 
affairs w ill have to be settled ihrough leg- 
islation this y jar 

The Governor's recommendation that the 
metropolitan sewerage commission and the 
metropolitan water board be consolidated 
will doubtless lead to agoou deal of discus 
sion in the immediate future. While then* 
is no doubt in anybody’s mind that the 
men- wo i k of ado wintering the work of 
the two hoards can he made less expensive 
by consolidation when it becomes only a 
question ol maintenance, it will probably 
be argued before the public service com- 
mittee thut it will i»e unwise to make the 
change while the high level sewer is still In 
process of construction What w ill be done 
is still au open question. Mann.

Mr. Andrew Henshaw Ward died at his 
home on Waldo street, Brookline, Saturday 
at the nee of seventy-seven years.

Valley Forge Park. 

A bill has been introduced before Con- 
gress for the Government to purchase 
Washington’s old camping ground for the 
purpose of establishing a National Military 
Park at Valley Forge. This bill was in- 
troduced by Representative MoAleer of 
Pennsylvania and a hearing was heard in 
Washington before the Senate Committee 
ou military affairs at 10 o’olock on Satur- 
day Jan. 5th, which proved in many ways 
satisfactory to the delegation composed of 
members of the Society Daughters of the 
Revolution from Pennsylvania, Maryluud, 
New i’ork, New Jersey and Massachu- 
setts. 

At 11 o’clock this delegation had a hear- 
ing before the house committee ou military 
affairs, the delegation being augmented by 
a delegation from Pennsylvania led by 
Mayor Ashbridgeof Philadelphia and Airs. 
George AlcClellau, president of the Colonial 
Dames of Pennsylvania and also represen- 
tatives from many other patriotic organi- 
zations. 

The appeal was listened to with great In- 
terest. Mr. Peter Boyd, a prominent law- 
yer of Philadelphia represented to the 
committee the interest that the Society of 
the Daughters of the Revolution hud in 
this movement, and Senator Penrose of 
Pennsylvania and Mayor Ashbridge spoke 
for the various patriotic societies interest- 
ed in this work, after which a hearing was 
had before Sec. Root of the war depart- 
ment. 

At 4 o’clock in the afternoon this delega- 
tion was received at the White House by 
President McKinley, who said he was iii 
sympathy with the movement, and that no 
uneasiness need be felt should the Dill 
come to him for approval. 

The Sarah Hull Chapter of Newton had 
its representative in the regent of the 
Chapter, Mrs. Alex. Al. Ferris, who is 
chairman of the Valley Forge Memorial 
committee. Massachusetts was also rep- 
resented by .Mrs. Mury A. Chapman, state 
regent, and Aliss Sarah E. Hunt, ex-state 
regent.

Newton, Jan. G, 1901. 
To the Editor of the Graphic: 

Dear Sir, —The recent severe elevator 
aooident in Boston, by which a former 
resident of this place had his toes so bad- 
ly crushed as to make the amputation of 
three necessary, again calls attention to 
the fact that the laws of Massachusetts 
are very lax in demanding safety applian- 
ces for this means of transit in high bulld- 
iugs. Statistics show that more persons 
are iujured and killed overy year in Mass- 
achusets through accidents in and to ele- 
vators than by those to railroad trains or 
trolley cars, aud while the latter are 
hedged about by every safeguard that can 
be provided for by statute, very little at- 
tention bus been paid to protection on 
lifts. Inspection is insisted on, it is true, 
and freight elevators must he equipped 
with guards but generally those for pasa- 
eugers have been so little regarded that 
our legislators evidently labored under 
the impression that danger is not to be 
thought of. This feeling has resulted in 
carelessness aud the disregard of even 
ordinary precautionary methods. So that 
at present the deadly elevator is more to 
be dreaded than keroseue in the hands 
of a green servant girl. So strong is the 
moling of insecurity that in many large 
buildings thousands of persons prefer 
walking up half a dozen tiresome (lights 
ui stairs rather than take chances in ele- 
vators. All danger might be avoided if 
a few safety upplianoes were insisted up- 
on by the legislature, What these may 
be 1 have no means of knowing, but in 
view of the thousands of serious acoideuts 
miring the past few years, I can hut be- 
lieve that some bright inventor has de- 
vised something which would prove of 
inestimable advantage and benefit to the 
community; and anything which will pre- 
vent the loss of life and limb to our citi- 
zens should certainly be insisted upon by 
our legislature. 

I undersiand Rufus R. Wade, chief in- 
spector of factories and buildings at the 
state house, is heartily iu favor of any 
measures which will provide additional 
safeguards, aud I should like to see pub- 
lic sentiment upon this matter aroused to 
the point where he will be given the 
strongest possible support iu whatever 
steps he may take to secure much needed 
legislation in this direction. 

The Bostou Record recently printed the 
report of one hospital showing that dur- 
ing one year 17 persous had been killed 
und injured in elevutor accidents in Bos- 
ton. 'I hose figures are most eloquent and 
must he convincing to auy doubter, yet 
they do not represent by any meuus ull 
the accidents. There are probably six or 
eight places where injured persous are 
treated in Boston, to say nothing of the 
regular practising physicians uud it is not 
ut uil improbable that the total number 
of cases where injuries have resulted 
be nearly, if not quite GOO. 

No other single cuuse of accidents can 
in any way equal such a record us thut. 
Is it not tune that the legislature adopted 
measures to preveut sucii frightful oalain- 
lUeii? Humanity.

Trick 2. South’s finesse of the heart 10 
is well judged, and accounts for one of the 
tricks lost ny East aud West. 

Tricks 3-4. South’s holding up of the 
ace of trumps is the star play of this hand, 
as lie thereby obtains the lead at the 
sixth trick, and can proceed to force West 
to play the master trump. 

West’s refusal to trump earlier than the 
11th trick and his finesse of the diamond at 
the Hth trick, thereby shutting out the ace 
and king of diamonds, are directly respon- 
sible for the loss of two trieks, but in uuy 
event, East and West must lose three tricks, 
by the brilliancy of South’s play iu finess- 
ing the heart, aud holding up the ace of 
trumps.

Concert. 

Tiie “Singers” of Xewton Centre gave 
th u first concert of their sixth season in 
Bray hall last Thursday evening befote 
a most fashionable audience from the 
various Newtons, Brookline und Boston. 
The work and progress of this chorus of 80 
selected voices has already been noted in 
these columns, but the performance last 
Thursday evening was of such a nature as 
to establish them firmly in an enviable po- 
sition in the front rank of all our mixed 
choruses They are a living example of 
what careful and intelligent training can 
do for a body of singers in a few years 
time, and their success is largely due to 
their able and conscientious leader, Mr. 
George A. Burden. 

The club departed from its usuul pro- 
gram of “part songs” aud gave three works 
of more or less importance, tiie most pre- 
tentious of which was Heinrich Hoffman’s 
“Romance of Love” for chorus uud solo 
voices with piuno accompaniment lor four 
hands. Thu other vocal numbers were 
Kheinberger’s Legend of “Klurchen of 
Eberstein” aud tiie Recognition of Land” 
by Grieg. It is a matter of argument 
whether a program of this sort is as 
thoroughly enjoyable as one made up of 
lighter numbers, but one cannot wish for 
honey all the time, aud a change is some- 
times a good thing. The work of the 
chorus was most enjoyable throughout, ami 
tiie llofljnau number is certainly entitled to 
a repetition ut some future concert. 

Mr, Burdett bus u happy faculty of hold- 
ing the voices well \\ ill) in themselves and 
only in one or two rare intervals did the 
sopranos get away from their singing 
voices and force the pitch a bit in their en- 
thusiasm, but this tuult is well nigh obso- 
lete aud no doubt will not nmnilest itself 
again. The club is fortunately possessed 
of some excellent solo voices who did not 
suffer in the leust by comparison with 
some of the more or less professional ones 
imported tor some of tiie more pretentious 
solos, in fact, Mr. Thuyer is entitled to a 
word of prui.se for muking tiie most of tiie 
rather succhariue tenor solo in “Klurchen” 
and his duet with Miss Editli Torrey who 
sung the soprano music at short notice was 
pleusingly sung.

The prime soloist of tiie evening was Mr. 
Jacques Huffman, violinist of the .S>in- 
phony Oiofiestru. ills complete mastery of 
technique asserted itself ut once uud while 
bis first numbers might have been a bit 
above bis audieuce, his placing of u 
“Spanish” dunce by Suiusuie caught the 
populur iuticy uud he wus given a hearty 
recall. More than a passing word of pruise 
is due Mr. Fuii banks tor his most udmiru- 
ble accompaniments throughout the even- 
ing. thut most essential qualification 
“musical temperament” is his in its iulle.-d 
sense aud his pluyiug was u most enjoyable 
feature. Tiie next concert of the club in 
the spring will be watched for with a great 
deal ot interest, uud Xewton Centre may 
well leei highly complimented in tiie pos- 
session ot such u musical organization.

It was there one night that a broken 
down Immigrant came to a strange 
turn In his fortunes. Not able to ob- 
tnln employment, lie spent bis last 
shilling in a fishing line nnd shark book 
nnd enst off from “Mrs. Macquarie’s 
chair.” After patiently waiting foi 
some time, another tramp Joined him, 
and this changed the luck, for he Im- 
mediately got a fine “bite.” It took the 
two nil their time to haul the shark 
ashore, but when they got him In he 
proved a beauty— 25 feet 10 Inches 
long. They cut off his fin— 15 shillings' 
worth In the morning— and, being anx- 
ious to make all they could out of the 
haul, proceeded to “rob” the monster. 
They had often rend of diamond rings, 
gold watches nnd pocketfuls of sover- 
eigns being found inside sharks, for, 
while these fish can digest n man, they 
are not able to negotiate metal. 

Inside, among other things, they 
found the body of a German, nnd from 
the papers in ids pockethook it was ap- 
parent that lie nwr.st have been In Lon- 
don about three weeks before. Indeed, 
In Ills overcoat pocket there wns a copy 
of a London newspaper dated 20 days 
previously. It was iu 1870, before the 
cable was lairt* between Europe and 
Australia, and the steamships took 
over six weeks on the voyage between 
Loudon and Sydney. The paper con 
tuiued news of the outbreak of the war 
between France and Germany, and It 
wns apparent that the German, living 
In Loudon, had been recalled home i 
serve In the army of the fatherlan< 
had either Jumped or fallen overboard 
In the channel nnd had been picked up 
by tills great shark, which belonged to 
the fnstest of his species. 

In the morning the immigrant had a 
good wash and brush up and a full 
feed on his 10 shillings, having given

No one in Sydney at that mo- 
ment dreamed of war between France 
and Germany, nnd wool was being sold 
merrily at nlnepence a pound. 

“Well, my man, what can I do for 
you?” asked the broker. 

“1 want you to tell me,” said the pool 
Immigrant, “what the price of wool 
would be in Sydney should war break 
out between France and Germany. It 
Is nlnepence now.” 

“About 3 to 4 shillings,” said the bro- 
ker. 

“Very well,” replied the visitor. 
“Now, tho French troops are marching 
on Berlin, nnd what promises to be a 
long and bloody war lias actually be- 
gun.” 

“Nonsense." said the broker. “The 
mall from Loudon came In yesterday, 
bringing news up to six weeks ago, and 
there Is no news of that wild sort.” 

The Immigrant thereupon unfolded 
the London paper, dated three weeks 
previously. There wns no humbug 
over that. There could be no humbug 
about it, for such n paper could not be 
produced iu Sydney, and besides its 
matter gave abundant proof of its gen- 
uineness. Wool was already 4 shillings 
a pound on the London market. 

On the Wool Exchange people thought 
thut broker mad when they saw him 
buying up ull the wool on the market 
and wiring offers ull over the colonies. 
He made a “corner,” at any rate, pur- 
chased all the wool iu Australia and 
looked happy. Sure enough, in a few 
weeks’ time out came the news by the 
mull steamer, and up went prices. The 
broker sold out for 3 shillings and mon 
u pound and realized some £4,000,000 
on the deal. 

He gave the Intelligent immigrant 
an old suit of clothes and a £5 note for 
his “tip," and this set the poor chap up 
In the world. He has got along so 
well through the lucky stroke that he 
Is now keeping a public house iu Wool- 
loomooloo.— Loudon Free Lance.

For two years Mayor Wilson has admin- 
istered the affairs of this city with extreme 
fidelity, and .without doubt, from a con- 
scientious devotion to what he considered 
his duty. The general results of his ad- 
ministration have on the whole, given fuir- 
ly good satisfaction to the public at large. 

The tax rate has been materially re- 
duced. the net city debt has been cut down 
nearly $00,000, and the average tax payer 
goes but little farther. 

The mayor is to be commended also, for 
the sale of the Wabau poor farm and the 
old reservoir on such advantageous terms 
to the city, although his attempts to utilize 
the proceeds of these sales to reduce the 
tax levy, or in other words, the sale of part 
of the city’s plant to pay running expenses, 
greatly Impaired the credit, which other- 
wise might have been his. 

The neglect of the mayor to execute 
some minor orders of tbe aldermen, after 
the same had received his official approval, 
has also created a bad impression, and on 
important matters would undoubtedly have 
led to stronger action by parties interested. 
The principle however, is the same in 
small as well as great affairs, and cannot 
be too severely condemned, the mayor be 
ing bound by his oath of office to execute 
the laws of the city, whatever his personul 
opinion may be in regard to them. 

The dissatisfaction, however, with 
Mayor Wilson, and the fact is undeniable, 
that such a feeling exists, comes from those 
who have been in close official relationship 
with him, either as aldermen, city officiuls 
or citizens who visit City Hall in person, 
and to all such, his retirement from office 
will bring no regrets. 

The mayor, himself, is also understood 
to be glad of the relief from official duties 
jo order to apply huuself more closely to 
personal affairs.

The advent of tbe voting machine in the 
near future will soon make any form of 
ballot unnecessary, and until that time ar- 
rives, it would seem a needless waste of 
legislative energy to tinker with the pres- 
ent law.

Introduced by 17. S. Army Authorttlea- 
Mnjnr I rit llroxvii nnd (’apt. Todd- Women 
Protest. 

Disclosures have newly come to 
Fght in regard to certain acts of the 
United States mil'tnry authorities in 
the Philippines which nre exciting 
deserved indignation In the United 
States. 

Rev. Wilbur F. Crafts, D. D., of 
Washington. D. C., publishes a 1c tor 
from a M hodlst missionary, whoso 
absolute it. lability is vouched for by 
the Rev. A. B. Leonard, D. D., secre- 
tary of the Methodist Episcopal 
Board of Missions. This letter s:ntcs 
thnt the wrier line personally con- 
firmed reports which he withheld un- 
til he could make investigation, to tho 
effect that our military authorities 
have Introduced in the Philippines, 
that open and official licensing of pros- 
titution which prevails in France nnd 
some other dissolute foreign coun- 
tries, but which has never till now 
been permitted In connection with 
tho American army. This missionary 
WTltes of Jolo that there Is a 
place “set off by the commanding of- 
ficer as the recognized resort of pros- 
titues.” He continues: 

"These women, mostly Japanese, 
are brought there with the knowledge 
and consent, if not approval, of tho 
authorities; they are segregated, and 
only soldiers allowed to consort with 
them: sentries are posted at the en- 
trance to keep order, and prevent tho 
entrance of natives or the escape of 
the women, and it is a recognized in- 
stitution of our military occupation.” 

Rev. F. H. Morgan, treasurer of 
the Methodist mission at Singapore, 
fully confirms this. 

William E. Johnson, who lately 
visited the Philippines, writes in the 
Chicago New Voice: 

"In the Sulu Archipelago, official 
houses of prostitution have been 
opened on the canteen plan. The be- 
ginning has been made at Jolo, and 
General Kobbe, who is In command of 
the district, is credited with being tho 
promoter of the project. 

“In this archipelago, as well as In 
Mindanao, houses of this sort are un- 
known. Women of this character are 
also practically unknown. * * * 

The military authorities rented three 
houses and imported enough girls 
from Japan to stock them all. Oue 
house is reserved for the officers and 
the other two for the men. The g : rls 
are regularly inspected by the army 
surgeons, and transact their business 
under their official direction. The na- 
tives. who have never before seen a 
house of ill fame, are much interested 
in the concern. 

“There are now about 200 regularly 
licensed houses of prostitution in 
Manila. In these there are about 600 
prostitutes under the direct control 
of the military authorities. Their 
business is conducted under the super- 
vision or a regular department of the 
military government, the Department 
of Municipal Inspection. The chief of 
this ‘department of prostitution’ is 
Captain Todd, who has under him a, 
large staff of assistants, inspectors, 
doctors, etc. The department is run 
on alleged sclent' fic principles. A 
rigid system of control, medical ex- 
am'nation, and official inspection’ is 
in force, the same system which is ad- 
vertised by zealots to ‘remove all dan- 
ger of contagion of this sort.’ 

“No woman is allowed to open an 
establishment of this kind without ex- 
press permission of the military au- 
thorities. She is also obliged to take 
out a wine and beer license at a cost 
of one hundred pesos for each six 
months. In addition, each inmate is 
obliged o submit to a medical exam- 
ination once each week by the regu- 
larly authorized military physicians, 
nnd to pay four pesos for each exami- 
nation. A bock is given to each girl, 
ion the cover of which is her photo- 
graph and inside a bunch of blank 
'certificates of inspection.’ When each 
examination is made, the officer fills 
out and signs a certificate that the 
person examined Is free from dis- 
ease.” 

Mr. Johnson's article in the New 
Voice is illustrated with photographs 
of licensed houses of ill fame deco- 
rated with American flags, and is ac- 
companied by facsimiles of pages 
from the registration books, signed 
by Dr. J. Abells, government physic- 
ian. 

On page 262 of the report of Major 
Frank S. Bourns, chief burgeon and 
pres’dent of the Manila Board of 
Health for the year ending June 30. 
1899, published by tho War Office. It 
is mentioned that Captain Todd’s 
“Bureau of Inspection" was establish- 
ed June 3. 1899. This disreputable 
system has therefore been in opera- 
tion more than a year. As is the case 
in all foreign countries where it has 
been tried, it has 4 -n trely failed as a 
sanitary measure. Major Ira Brown, 
of the Military Board of Health, has 
lately made an elaborate report to his 
superiors on the subject of official 
pristitution. 

This report Is de*cr'bed as “un- 
printable.” In It he admits the fright- 
ful prevalance among the soldiers of 
the malad'es resulting from vice, hut 
claims that they contract them, not 
from the authorized official prostitutes, 
but from others. An a remedy, he urges 
that a “reservation’’ in three sections 
be set apart in Manila for the exclu- 
sive use of these women; the first sec- 
tion for American girls, the second for 
foreign women, and the third for na- 
tive Filipino girls.

Hayor Wilson’s Last Veto Not Sustained — 1001 Members Choose

VETO OF MAYOR. 

The following communication was re 
ceived from the mayor. 

To the B >anl of Aldermen. 

Genii* m mi:— I return, without my ap- 
proval, Order No. 25887, adopted by your 
board on .Ian. 1,1901 .appropriating $3,791.18 
for the purchase of land on Manet road lor 
a lire station. 

An order (No. 25850),for the same amount 
nnd purpose, was recently returned with- 
out my approval, and no reason has since 
appeared to change my belief in the need 
of further consideration of the subject, by 
the incoming city government. 

At a recent public heuring on a different 
location, doubts were expressed as to the 
necessity for anv expenditure of the above 
character.

Alderman Lowell then urged the board 
to pass the order over the veto, saying in 
part that it was a matter he had very much 
at heart during the four years he had 
served in the city government, and that the 
need of fire protection in that district lmd 
increased since he had first vagitated the 
project. The site selected will serve Chest- 
nut ii ill and the ba.-k part of Newton. 

The appeal was effective as the board 
unanimously adopted the order notwith- 
standing the objections of the mayor. 

The annual report of receipts uud expen- 
ditures was received from the city treasurer, 
accepted and placed on tile. 

Petition of .John I). Lowe for license as 
a common victualler at Newton Upper 
Falls was granted without reference. 

Alderman Warren eudeavored to have a 
petition of the telephone company granted 
without reference or hearing, as the matter 
had already been before the committee in 
another form. The chair ruled that a hear- 
ing was .necessary and the matter was 
withdrawn. 

Reports of the street light committee 
recommending discontinuance of gas lights 
on Waverley avenue and Franklin street 
and the substitution therefor of incan- 
descent lights, also including Church and 
Eldredge streets; and recommending addi- 
tional lights on Jackson, Dudley uud Boyl- 
ston streets were received. Subsequently 
ou motion of Alderman Warren the reports 
were accepted. 

The favorable reports of the same com- 
mittee to petitions of the telephone com- 
pany for locutions on Bowen street, Shaw 
street. Waltham street, Walnut street, 
Fouutain street, Warreu street, and for at- 
tachments on River street, Grove street, 
Hancock street, Tarleton road, Forest 
street and Wolcott street were received and 
the orders granting the same were subse 
quently adopted. 

An order was also adopted referring all 
unfinished business of 1900 to the board of 
1901. 

ALDERMAN IJRISTON. 

Alderman Fisher then introduced the 
resolutions relating to Alderman Bristol), 
saying iu part that be deemed it fitting 
in these closing hours of 1900 to call at- 
teotiou to the loss the board has sus- 
tained by the absence of Alderman Bris- 
ton from its deliberations. Genial in 
teniperuuient, faithful in ull his duties, 
we have missed him, uud as an expression J 
of our sympathy, a select committee re- 
ports the following resolutions: 

’’Alderman John E. Briston, elected by 
t e unauimous vote of his ward, hud 
scarcely entered upon his official duties, 
\v ueu overtaken by sickness, the City, and 
especially this Board, were suddenly de- 
prived of his service and advice. 

A member of the common council in 
1893-4 and 5, an alderman in 1H98, und again 
iu 1900, with a record of constant attend- 
ance upon meetings of his various commit 
tees und of the board in which he served, 
speaking with intelligence und careful 
preparation.possessing a personality which 
atti acted friendship and a charueter with- 
out reproach, he hud become u trusted legis 
lator uud won the respect and warm re- 
gard of all who were associated with him. 

It therefore seems appropriate, at the ex 
piratlou of his term today, tirat this ex- 
pression of esteem should be placed ou 
record Your committee recommends the 
acceptance of this report, and the passage 
of the following re-olutiou: 

Resolved, That this Board extends its 
greetings and sympathy to our Associate 
Alderman, John E. Briston, with the hope 
that lie may soon be restored to his family 
and friends and to a longer life of useful- 
ness ’* 

Alderman Weed in seconding the resolu- 
tions said that Alderman Briston was an 
intelligent and trusty representative uud 
believed that the board had met with a 
distinct loss. 

The resolutions were then unanimously 
adopted by a rising vote.

Alderman Dana then extended the con- 
gratulations ot the board to the mayor, 
president, city clerk and other city officials 
for their paiiit-uiking and careful perform 
mice of then duties uud for courtesies ex- 
tended to the board.

He regretted the 
loss the board would sustain in the retire- 
ment of members of experience, uud con- 
cluded with an expression of thunks to ull 
connected witli the work of the board. 

Alderman Duua heartily endorsed the re- 
marks of President Baity uud regretted 
leaving the pleasant associations connected | 
with the board.

To Aldermen Shows Comprehensive Grasp of City 
Affairs With Forecast for 1901. 

He Wishes to Carefully Study Each Department Before Offering 
His Recommendations. 


Gentlemen of tlio Board of Aldermen; 

I highly appreciate the honor conferred 
upon me by the citizen:* of Newton id 
selecting me as their chief magistrate for 
the coming year. It will be my endeavor to 
merit the coniidenoe reposed in me, and I 
shall look to you, gentlemen, representing 
every section of our good city, to prompt 
and sustuiu me in fulfilling the duties of my 
office. 

This municipality has intrusted us with 
a great responsibility, our sense of which 
Is to bo made manifest by the care we take 
of its varied interests. 

During the last two years our city affairs 
have boon under a wise and careful super- 
intendence, and the municipal business 
must continue to be conducted in business- 
like ways, with strict watch over each item 
of expenditure, Thu ever-increasing needs 
of a growing city must be met, but each 
department must be kept within its appro 
priatious. 

I am not now prepared to make specific 
recommendations in regard to the vurious 
departments, us 1 desire a little time to 
study in detail the needs of the city. When 
more conversant with its needs, and with 
the means at our disposul of meeting them, 
I may have some suggestions for your con- 
sideration. 

The tax rate for the past two years has 
been reduced, and our sinking funds in- 
creased yearly. We ought still to be reduo 
ing our tax rate and taxation, und by this 
meui)8 induce a large number to become 
residents of our beautiful city. We have 
still plenty of room for growth, and if we 
can maintain our euviuble reputation for 
good schools and good rouds, without muk- 
ing Newton an expensive place of resi- 
dence, a healthy growth will be shortly 
realized. 

Our gain in valuation for the past year 
has only been $1,218,(100.

WATER DEPARTMENT, 

I’lie amount of construction work has 
been .small, the expenditures being about 
828,000 as against $29,5i)0ln 1899. It is prob- 
able that tlie outlay for trie coming year 
for construction will not exceed that of 

last year. 

The Water CnnirnDMoner reoommends 
that another section to the reservoir be 
built, thus doubling the storage capacity. 
The present reservoir, which lias a capaci- 
ty of 2,500,000 gallons, was tmilt ten years 
ago, when thp average daily consumption 
was 1,007,000 gallons. 

This small storage not only necessitates 
running the pumps on all holidays und 
more than half the Sundays, but in case of 
a bad break in the mains, or serious fire 
occurring in the night, there is danger of 
tlie city supply being absolutely cut off 
through tlie draining of the reservoir. The 
estimated expense of increasing the storage 
is $.15,000, I recommend tills matter to 
your very careful consideration. Amount 
to the credit of construction account in the 
Water Department is about $40,000. 

GRADE CROSSINGS. 

Petitions have been filed for the abolition 
of grade crossings in tlie city of Newton, 
The next step under the law is the appoint- 
ment of a commission to determine the 
question of tlie necessity of abolition, in 
what method it should be done, what 
parties shall do tlie work, and to apportion 
the expense. We expect that a commission 
will be agreed upon by the parties in inter- 
est. 

PUBLIC BUILDINGS DEPARTMENT. 

During tlie past year, this department has 
completed tlie almshouse on Winchester 
street, und the Bigelow school on Park 
street, which were e immenced in I8i»» It 
has also built a brick fire station on Grove 
street, Newton Lower Falls. Work lias 
been commenced on u new administration 
building and one contagious ward at the 
Newton Hospital. These will be reudy for 
use early in the coming spring. 

POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

Life and property are well protected in 
Newton, as tlie personnel of our police 
force is good, and the department is in 
efficient hands. 

There have been 825 cases before the 
police court. Property reported recovered 
by the force amounts to $2,016.71. 

One thousand three hundred and thirteen 
tramps huve been sheltered and fed as 
against 1,644 last year. The appropriation 
for tlie department was $71,023; the amount 
expended, $67,680 19. leaving a balance of 
$3,642 HI. 

The department has paid into the Treas- 
ury from various sources $421.52, which 
added to the above hill unce gives an 
actual balance on hand to date of $4,064..33. 
This report shows well for the manage- 
ment of the department. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

This department lias responded to 208 
alarms during the year. The property at 
risk was valued at $565,545. Tlie total 
amount of insurance paid was $44,978, and 
the loss by fire was estimated at $52,750. 

Our fire department bus a good record for 
efficient service, and is ably managed.

ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT. 

In this department during the year $8,741 
lias been expended. 'Hie work performed 
bus been largely routine, as no new con- 
struction of any kind has been undertaken 
by tlie Street Department during the yiar. 

Irving T. Farnham assumed churge of 
the office April 18, 1900, und is giving very 
careful attention to all the details of the 
department. 

STREET RAILWAYS. 

There are petitions for street railways in 
Boylston street, which are under consider- 
ation at the present time. These railways 
huve beeu and still are a great convenience 
to muny of our citizens. At first it was 
somewhat a matter of experiment us to 
whether they would p y, but this period 
bus now passed, and without question .hqy 
are uli doing well. 

In granting franchises at the pre-ent 
time, 1 think tlie petitioners should puy the 
largest part of the expense, and 1 under- 
stand that the attitude of tlie bourd in this 
matter ugrees witli the above suggestion. 

The Newton & Boston Street Railway 
Company lias puid into the City Treasury 
tlie sum of $16, 000, which was expended in 
drain work and road construction on Wal- 
nut, Crufts und Waltham streets. 

The cost of work churged to street rail- 
way tax income was $15,718, leaving a 
balance of about $16,000 for this work in 
1901. About $15, (KM) of this baluuce was 
received by the city during the last part of 
the year. 

STKEET DEPARTMENT, 

The whole number of miles of streets, 
198, of which 136 miles are accepted. 


CHARITY DEPARTMENT. 

The department bus shown an increase 
over 1899 of expenditures as follows:

Last year sales from tlie Almshouse of 
wood made tlie receipts considerably larger 
than for liiis yea**, or tliuu they will be in 
the future, 

Tlie Almshouse is doing well under the 
new warden. 

The Agent of the Board of Overseers of 
the Poor is looking carefully into all tlie 
details of his department, and everything 
is kept in good condition. 

BOARD OF HEALTH. 

The Board of Health reports that the 
suuituiy condition of the city is probably 
better than ever before. Tlie number of 
deaths during the year was 502, a rate 
of 14.94 per thousand, against 15 91 for 
tlie year 1899 

The number of deaths from contagions 
diseases has not been large. The sanitary 
house to house inspection carried on by 
the Board has proved of great value; 3,214 
buildings having been examined by the in- 
spectors and 8,742 primary and secondary 
inspections have been mude by the agent 
and inspector. 

Tlie steady improvement in the sanitary 
ooudition of tlie city is the result of these 
inspections. 

The inspection of provisions has been 
under control of the Bourd, and has great- 
ly increased the amount of work falliug 
upon the department. During the year 
this department lias continued t he policy 
of making collections for contagious cases 
treated at the hospital, which have settle- 
ments outside of the city, und tlie sum 
of $1,791 has been collected and turned 
Into tlie City Treasury, and there ure still 
reasonable accounts for such treatment 
yet unpaid, umouuiiug to about Sl.ooo. 

NEWTON HOSPITAL. 

Tlie Hospital continue* to be one of the 
best managed and equipped in New Kng- 
laud, thanks to the benevolence and gen- 
erosity of many of our public-spirited cit- 
izens. It is deserving of tlie help of every 
good citizen. 

During the year just passed work has 
been commenced oil a new administration 
building, und one contagious ward. These 
will be reudy for use early in the coming 
spring. Another wurd is said to be need- 
ed, but the amount of money expended 
is ulreudy linger than at first proposed, 
und 1 shell ask your Bourd to give this 
mutter careful consideration a little later 
on. 

SCHOOLS. 


CLAFLIN GUARDS. 

This organization of the Mans. Volun- 
teer Militia, Co. C, Pi fth Regiment Infan- 
try, Is reported to me as in a prosperous 
condition, having on its rolls 54 enlisted 
men himI 3 commissioned officers The 
high character of these members, and their 
cheerful subjection to the discipline low 
required in the State service, ami their pro- 
ficiency in marksmanship, commands our 
respect. To prepare one’s self for the de 
fenoe of his country, or the more trying 
duty of quelling a disturbance in the time 
of peace when necessary to Invoke the mil- 
itary arm. is not a holiday pastime, and 
tlie men who are willing to engage in such 
seryioe should meet with the hearty sup- 
port of their fellow-citizens. 

Repairs of the Armory are about com- 
pleted, giving a more respectable place of 
me ting and for proficient v in in-door evo- 
lutions. 

Capt. K R. Springer, who was with the 
company during the term of the Spanish 
war, retains command, and Is recognized 
as a moBt reliable and efficient officer. 

NEWTON FREE LIBRARY. 

The agencies for distributing books at 
Newton Centre, Newton Upper Falls, 
West Newton, and Anburndale are to tie 
known as branches of the library, the bud- 
get making distinct provision in this direc- 
tion. 

One hundred and sixty-seven thousand 
and seventy six books were taken from the 
library tlie past year. Circulation to 
schools 25,058. 

It will be seen that this institution is one 
that still merits the approval of all classes 
of our city. 

DEPARTMENT OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES 

The amount of appropriation for the de- 
partment was $865. The expensp, including 
the salary of the sealer, is $830.b2, leaving 
an unexpended balance of $34 48 Work in 
this department seems to be increasing. 

CONCLUSION. 

I have called attention brieffy to the con- 
ditions of the different departments of our 
city, but have said little as to the recom- 
mendations made by the chiefs of same, b. t 
after giving them careful consideration 1 
will communicate to you my views. 

I intend to give substantially my whole 
time to the interests of the city, and feel 
sure that I shall have your hearty co-opera- 
tion in everything which your Honorable 
Board may decide is wisest to ’do. 1 want 
perfect harmony in all the departments, so 
we may ail work together to promote the 
best interests of our city. 


The Newton Republican Ward and City 
committee held their meeting for reorgan- 
ization, Friday, Jan. ll, 1901 at the office 
of the secretary. Colonel I). \Y\ Farquhar, 
the retiring chairman congratulated the 
committee on its faithful and efficient 
work during the political campaign of 1900. 
especially noting the fact that all Republi- 
can nominees had been elected, and that 
the committee of 1900 retired with ail bills 
paid and a balance in the treasury. Col. 
Farquhar then spoke in grateful terms of 
the excellent manuer in which Mr. Charles 
E. Hatfield performed his duties as Secre- 
tary and called for a vote of thanks, which 
were given unanimously. A similar vote 
was passed, thanking tlie Treasurer of the 
Committee. The committee by a rising 
vote congratulated the retiring chairman 
upon the able manner in which he had led 
tlie Republican party to success in the re- 
cent elections and expressed their kindly 
feeling and goodwill towards him. The 
temporary organization with Reuben Fork- 
nail chairman, and C. E. Hatfield secretary, 
being mude permanent, tlie committee pro- 
ceeded to the election of officers for tlie 
ensuing year. By unanimous vote Charles 
E. Hatfield was elected chairman; J. F. 
Ryder, secretary; and L. P. Everett, treas- 
urer’ Tlie hurmony and co operation of 
the committee as shown at the meeting 
augurs well for the Republican party in 
Newton. The new chairman Mr. Charles 
E Hatfield lias been secretary of the com- 
mittee for the past eight years, and his 
qualifications for the office have been 
amply exemplified.

Under speoiul appropriations purts of 
the follow ing streets huve been resurfuced : 

Boylston street, Drove street, Highland 
avenue, Mt. Vernon street.

Our schools are near to all that Is dear- 
est to our citizens, aud therefore should 
receive our best care. We expend about 
$200,000 per year ou them, besides the 
new buildings which ure constantly being 
required to care for our increasing num- 
bers. While we must uot add to tlie bur- 
dens of our people, we must not be nig- 
gardly iu tliut which so uoarly utfects 
uli our families. In the matter o( new 
school-houses, I respectfully suggest that 
your Board uppoiut a committee of three, 
who shull meet with a like number from 
the School Committee, to ooufer iu regard 
to uew schools buildings. 

The number of buildings occupied for 
sohool purposes is 26. The school census 
of 1899 showed 5,172 childreu between the 
ages of 5 uud 15 years, living Iu N'ewtou. 
Chat of 1900 showed 5,315, an iuorease of 
143 In December, 1899, the number of pu- 

I dls in the publlo schools, on an average 
or the month, was 5,210, of whom 706 were 
iu the High School ; iu December, 1900, the 
number hud risen to 5,302. a gum of 3 per 
cent , of whom 712 are tu the High sohool. 

Tlie number of teachers now employed 
Is 199, of which 182 are womeu aud 17 lueu. 
This includes uli special instructors aud 
temporary assistants in the primary grades, 
but uot the evening school teaobeis, who

SCHOOL BOARD. 


Organized Monday Night 
for 190 J. 


Mr. Benner Is Again Chosen 
Chairman. 


The 1901 school hoard met Monday even- 
ing for organization. All the new mem- 
bers were present hut several others were 
absent, yet there was a quorum. 

Prior to the meeting chairman Benner 
presented each member and the reporters 
as well, w ith a wooden tongue-depressor, 
such as will be used in the examination of 
throats. These were received with a smile, 
but in every instance carefully preserved 
as a souvenir. 

While Mr. Hardy acted as temporary 
chairman and Mr. Fifield secretary, Mr. 
Benner of Ward 2 was chosen chairman 
and Mrs. Sherwood as secretary. They 
were escorted to their respective seats by 
Messrs. Dewey and Everett. 

Several routine orders went through 
with dispatch, and later Miss Fannie I. 
Sherman was appointed an assistant in the 
Bigelow school at a salary of $650 

At the request of the city government 
the committee on school houses was in 
structed to consider the ad visibility of se. 
curing a site (shown in plan especially pre- 
pared* for a school building on Hamrnoi d 
street, Chestnut Hill. Mr. Hardy said be. 
fore the matter was referred, that the first 
site proposed had been looked upon un- 
favorably but that he thought the one in- 
dicated in the plan would prove very suit- 
able. 

Mr. Luitwiler's request that 130 infantry 
belts, 5 artillery belts and 20 rifles be se- 
cured for the High school battalion, was 
referred to the finance committee. L’pon 
his motion there wus a five minutes’ recess 
after w hich the board reconvened and the 
finance committee expressed its desire for 
further time. 

The chair expressed his w illingness to 
report upon the matter of a conference 
with Pres. Heath of the Newton Educa- 
tional association oo tlie matter of public 
school inspection, but at the suggestion of 
Mr. Dewey the report was deferred until 
the next regular meeting of the board ow- 
ing to tlie absence of several members. 

The resignation of Edith Leeds, princi- 
pal at the Barnard school, West Newtou. 
was accepted. An order appropriating 
Stuo to defray expenses of the June drill 
was referred to the finance committee. 
This amount it is understood, will pay the 
services of a bandmaster w ho is encaged 
in instructing the high school baud. 

These recommendations of supt. Fifield 
were read by bun aud later accepted by the 
board : 

Edith M. Grigor appointed to the Wade 
school with a salary at the rate of $600 a 
year; Mabel R. Lane, temporary assistant 
in the primary grade of the Hyde school at 
$6 00 a week; Alice E. Hinckley, tempo- 
rary assistant in primary grade at $7.5o a 
week ; Nellie Dorney. temporary assistant 
in primary grade at $7 5oa week ; Nellie E. 
Coolidge as an unassigned teacher for 
grammar grades at Soon a year, and Maud 
Sullivan as an unussigued teacher fur 
primary grades at S5u0 a year. 

That $850 of Lite special appropriation 
for furnishing the Bigelow school be re- 
turned to the City treasury instead of 
$ 1000. The City government has trails 
lerred to the account for 1901 the entire 
balance of the original appropriation, and 
it is still therefore available

THE MAYOR’S INAUGURAL. 


Mayor Pickard falls Into the common 
error of making his inaugural address a 
summarized statement of the reports of the 
various depaitments for the preceeding 
year. 

WebeUeve that his predecessors with 
the exception of Mayor Botbfield had fol- 
lowed this conventional method, although 
its incongruity must have been noticed by 
all. A mayor, unless in very close touch 
with city affairs, caunot, between the day 
of election and that of inauguration 
find muoh opportunity to familiarize him. 
self sufficiently with the miuutea of de- 
partmental work to speak from his own 
knowledge and must necessarily depend 
upon the reports made by the various city 
officials, and it would seem perfectly 
proper therefore to discontinue the inaugu. 
fal of the new mayor and allow the retir- 
ing executive to cover the matter in a vale- 
dictory address. 

Katurniug, however, to the inaugural 
address we note that His Honor wisely 
refrains from making specific recommen- 
dations, the nearest approach in this direc- 
tion being in regard to the need of an addi- 
tional section to the covered reservoir of 
the water department. The suggestion for 
a committee of conference with the school 
board as to the necessity for additiouul 
school accommodations is excellent, and 

* lould receive prompt acquiesence from 
the aldermen and school committee. 

The address as a whole is a tribute to 
Mayor Wilson’s administration, all of the 
departments appearing to be in good work- 
ing order aud the excellent financial con- 
dition, testifies to the fidelity aud devotion 
of the retiring mayor to which we referred 
last week. 


THE COMMITTEES. 


The committees, as announced by Presi 
dent Baily for the coming year show con- 
siderable improvement. Alderman Weeks 
takes his place at the head of the finance j 
committee, and on which Aldermen Weed 
uud Melleu succeed Mr. Dana and Mr 
Warren. Alderman Weed of public pro- 
perty and Alderman Stick uey of street 
lights and poles are new presiding officers 
of committees before whom many import- 
ant matters will come. The street railway 
committee, which will consider the im- 
portant Boylston street franchise is, with 
one exception, the same as last year. The 
committee on licenses, whose importance 
is under estimated, has two new members, 
with its former chairman, Alderman Wel- 
don at its beud, Alderman Melleu, as a new 
member, receives a good aupoiutmeut as 
chairman of the cluims committee. 

The appointment of the seuior alderman 
from each wurd on the most important 
committees, insures conservative and ex- 
perienced judgment on all matters to be 
considered. 

Most of the committees appointed by the 
board are iiieauingless, as lur as actuul 
work or vulue to the city are concerned, 
aud a thorough readjustment of the duties 
of committees would save much time and 
useless work.

Death of Francis A. Dewson. 

Francis A. Dewson, a leading Newton 
resident and prominent in financial circles 
of Boston, died Sunday morning at his 
residence on Uighlund avenue, Newton- 
ville, after several months’ illness. He 
was aged 72 years 5 mouths and 14 days. 

Mr. Dewson was born in Dorohester of 
English parentage. Fully 30 years of his 
life he passed in Boston, removing to New- 
tonville about the time of his marriage. 
For the past 15 years he has resided on 
Highland avenue. 

Mr. Dewson was well known on State 
street, Boston, and occupied offices iu the 
Exohange building. His principal business 
duties inoluded the trusteeship of a large 
number of valuable estates. He also 
handled considerable real estate. 

Mr. Dewson was held in high esteem. 
He was. at the time of his death, treasurer 
of the Lewis wharf corporation, treasurer 
of the Boston Homeopathic Hospital, a 
trustee of the Westboro Insane Hospital, 
which was erected principally under his 
ditection; president of the Newton co-op- 
erative bunk, u member of the Loyal Le- 
gion, Massachusetts reform club, Twenti- 
eth Century club, 8 t. Botolpli club, New- 
ton club, president of the Massachusetts 
New church (Swedenborgiati) union and a 
member of the National Swedenborgiau 
convention. 

In the affairs of the New church (Swed- 
etiborgian) Mr. Dewson had been active 
since early manhood. For nearly a score 
of years he was superintendent of the Bos- 
ton New church Sunday school. In other 
organizations of that faith he held many 
offices aud devoted much time to their in- 
terests. 

As an advocate of civil service reform 
Mr. Dewson was looked upon as a leader. 
He lull contributed many writings in the 
columns of the press and done much to 
further its cause. 

Although deeply interested in politics, 
Mr Dewson held only one public elective 
office that of Newton school committee 
member. His term of service in that body, 
as well as in the Newton water board ex- 
pired some years ago. 

Daring the civil war he held the position 
of brigude quartermaster with the 45th 
Muss, volunteers. 

ItoAs a citizen of Newton Mr. Dewson was 
foremost in mutters of local improvement. 
He was active in securing und promoting 
many pluns for the city’s good. The de- 
pression of tire grade crossings on the 
north side of tiie city was partly duo to 
hi* untiring efforts 

Other organizations and societies than 
those mentioned enjoyed the support of 
Mr. Dewson, whose life to fumily friends 
und society was one of unusual useful- 
ness. He is survived by a wite and son. 
The lutter Is u resident of Orange, N. J. 

Funeral services were held at 2 o’clock 
Wednesday afternoon in tbe auditorium of 
tiie New Church on Highland avenue. 
Newtonville Rev. James Reed. pastor of 
the New Church society ol Boston, was in 
cuurge and tlrere was a large attendance of . 
relatives ai d friends, including represen- 
tatives of organizations with which Mr.

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State House Letter. 

(Special to the Graphic.) 

Boston, .Ian. 10-Mr. Ballard’s commit- 
tee, railroads, was the first of the joint 
committees to give a hearing^at this ses- 
sion of the General Court, the committee 
sitting yesterday to hear two matters, one 
of which was the petition of the Central 
Vermont It. R. for authority to rebuild a 
brh’go over the Connecticut River at North- 
field in conjunction with the town, which 
was put over a week ; ami the other bring 
the annual proposition of Mr. John M. 
Berry of Mlllbury that the Commonwealth 
go into the railroad business by wholesale, 
buying up all the great railroad systems 
of the state, whtoh of course aggregate a 
capital of several hundred: millions. Mr. 
Berry missed his culling; he should have 
been a Wall stroet operator, or the presi- 
dent of a great trunk line railroad. In- 
stead of that he has devoted himself for 
years to pleading the cause of the com- 
in m people against the corporations. It 
should be rema: ked that he has not always 
pleaded in vaiu. More trains stop at Mill- 
bury because of his vigilant efforts in be- 
half of its inhabitants, then might other- 
wise have been the cuse. 

Railroad Commissioner Bishop began his 
weeks labors by giving a hearing to Con- 
gressman Samuel L. Powers of your city, 
who appeared in behalf of the Newton 
and Boston Street Railway Co., which de 
sires to issue additional bonds to the 
amount of $75,000. This authority was 
originally grauted by the General Court, 
but is subject to the ruling of the railroad 
commissioners us to whether the amount 
desired is reasonably requisite for the pur- 
poses of the company. 

Speak iug ol the railroad commissioners, 
the indications are that Mr. Bishop and his 
associates will have their duties in con 
nectiou with certain street railway matters 
much more clearly defined through the 
efforts of this General Court, bpeaker 
Myers showed the writer a few days ago a 
sheet ol paper upon which he hud in- 
scribed the names of every aspirant for a 
place upon the street railway committee, 
it w as a remarkable illustration ol the ut- 
tructiveness of this body to the average 
legislator, who would rather be on the 
street railway committee than occupy the 
speaker’s chair, apparently. One ol the 
Brockton members nas put in a bill which 
will so change the street railway law of 
IMIS as to give the railroud commissioners 
the fullest jurisdiction in ascertaining 
whether petitions for reductions in fare ure 
reasonable. At present the street railway 
fare cannot he reduced by the commission- 
ers without the consent of the company 
petitioned agaiust, unless the board has 
presented to it proofs that other companies 
operating under similar conditions charge 
a cheaper fare for the same distance. The 
large number of street ruilwuy consolida- 
tions of the past two years has made it al- 
most impossible for petitioners to piesent 
such evidence. In addition it may be re- 
marked that if lion. Charles JbTuncis 
Adams, who drew the street railway law 
ol 18'J8, has his way, the latter statute will 
be redrawn in the immediate future in 
order to provide a general law permitting 
street railways to run upon private lands, 
to carry freight and perlorm other [unc- 
tions, that are uot now permitted except- 
ing through a special statute. All these 
proposed changes will add greatly to the 
labors of the tailroad commissioners, who 
spend certainly two thirds if not three- 
fourths of their time at present in consid- 
ering street railway rather than railroad 
matters. 

lion. Albert L Harwood of your city, a 
member of the Suute Boaid ot Insanity, is 
otteh noticed about the State House in 
tbe.se days. It may he recalled that the 
last Legislature placed upon the shoulders 
ot this commission the work of getting 
ready for the assumption ot the care and 
control of all intaue persons by the Com- 
monwealth in the near future. One of the 
duties of the Board was to provide accom- 
modations for culoniznig the insane. This 
means a great deulnul labor lor the mem- 
bers ol the Board, as well as the exercise 
ol the most careful discretion, lor should 
this colon) be wrongly located, it would 
ptuve an expensive ertor. 

In this connection It may be remarked 
that the State Board of Charity, which has 
more or less to do with affairs w hich come 
before the insanity hoard, has just made a 
special report upon the q mstiou of emuig 
ing the’fueiiilics of The iihw s;ate .Mini to 
riiiui at Rutland. 'iLos Sauitorium has 
; Iready passed the experimental stage, uud 
proven how uselul it is iu the treatment ol 
tuberculous putieuts in the early stages ot 
disease. As a result the trustees of the in- 
stitution are be&ieged with applications lor 
admission. The Mute Bouio of Charity 
was requested to look into the question of 
auditional buildings lor the insiitutiun and 
now reports a recommendation that the ap 
propiiatiou asked for by the Board, $iiu.- 
mxi, he granted us an aosolute need, ihis 
will be lor un administration building und 
u luboiutory.u detuned building to c mium 
a general dining loom, enlarged kitchens 
and sleeping rooms for male help; a recrea- 
tion hall to he Used also us a chapel ; ami a 
nurses home. The institution will then be 
fitted to accommodate at least 250 patients. 
It is ulso suggested thut anotuer hospital 
is absolutely necessary. The State Board 
of l hunt) does not pass upon this ques- 
tiou. except mat it suggests tnat if another 
is eoiistruottd, one hospitui should be used 
lor one sex only ui.d the other should ac- 
commodate the other sex. But the Bouid 
wisely makes a suggestion that the build- 
ing for tubeiculous patients at the Mate 
llo. pital at Tewksbury can probably ue so 
enlumed as to increase ti:e uccomiuoda- 
uo.is lor state putieuts. 

lo u-turn a moment to .Senator Har- 
wood’s Board, It may be lecalled that the 
tjov» rnor mummed in his inaugural thut it 
would make suggestions to meet the great 
demand for inci eased accommodation lor 
tue insane in our asylums. One of these 
suggestions is thut provision oe made for 
work n, g putieuts iu detached buildings at 
all the state hospitals and asylums. It up- 
peuis that all ot these institutions, with 
the exception ot Worcester asylum, have 
urge farms attached It is the id. a ot the 
Board that the insane patientsabie to work 
upon those farms would be much happier 
U their quarters weie nearer the barns uud 
ile us, w ncre there weie no iule. custodial 
pat. nts to dissuade them from work, 
l lieu the Board recommends that nurses, 
bull men and women, be provided wilii 
living rooms apurt from the patitnts, us 
lar as possible in separate buildings. 
Another recommendation is thut separate 
buildings or extensions be pro\ i led for the 
luUriuary classes. It is believed thut these 
lecon mendationsif carried out will make it 
possible to ucoomiiiuilaie the great increase 
ol insane putieuts for some time to come,

A variety of important matters was pre- 
sented for the school board’s consideration 
at its meeting in the old Clafiin school 
building at Newtonville Wednesday even- 
ing. Fourteen members were present and 
Chairman Benner presided. 

Mary . I Porter was transferred from the 
Mason school, Newton Centre, to the Bar- 
nard school. West Newton, where she is to 
be first assistant at a salary of 8750. 

The finance committee reported recom- 
mending the employment of a stenographer 
by the superintendent, the appropriation 
of 8100 to cover the expenses of the June 
High school exhibition and providing 150 
infantry bells, 5 cavalry belts and 28 rifles 
for the High school battalion. 

The committee on physical culture and 
manual training to whom bad been referred 
the request of the board of health that 
cultures might be taken from the throats of 
1,000 pupils to determine whit existence 
there wa>*, if any, in the throats of well 
persons, of diphtheria germs, reported: 
“The committee members, while they do 
not wish to appear as obstructionists, do 
not deem it expedient to recommend any 
action on <be part of the school b >anl with 
reference to the board of Health's culture 
proposition.” The report was acceptel 
w ithout discussion. 

On recommendation of the school house 
committee the lot of land purchased at 
Chestnut Hill for school bouse purposes 
by the board of aldermen was accepted. 

Chairman Benner, acting as a committee 
of oue reported that he had conferred 
with Pres. I). C. Heath of the Newtou 
Educational Association and I)r. Curtis of 
the New ton board of health, regarding the 
matter of daily medical inspection iu the 
Newton public schools. 

In substance it was stated that it was 
particularly advisable that the work of 
medical inspection be directed more to the 
detection of infectious diseases. 

A daily visit would be paid each school 
by a physician appointed by the board ol 
health. Prior to his arrival the teacher 
sends those pupils, whom she has reasons 
to believe are ill. into a separate room. 
Each has a slip of paper bearing his name 
aud that ot the school. 

Tlie physician, if he finds the case to be 
one of intection, proceds as an agent of 
the board with quarautiue, etc : if not, he 
simply recommends. The physician is in- 
structed not to pre*cribe. advis* or iu auy 
manner usurp the pe r gative of the family 
doctor. He may, iu tue case ot fub-iroulo- 
cis, suggest a simple treatment suoa as the 
application of crude petroleum. 

This scheme, the report stated, had been 
worked successfully in other places with 
no trouble nor loss of time to any school. 

The expense would be about S2.500 a 
year but iudireetly would prove a saving 
to the city inasmuch as it would result in 
checking the spread of infectious diseases. 

Mr. Beutter closed saying that if the 
school board took kindly to the plau he 
would suggest that the superintendent be 
instructed to confer with the board of 
health and preseut the matter to the board 
of aldermen. 

Gu motion of Mr. Dewey of Ward Seveu 
the matter was laid over until next meeting 
for consideration 

Mr. Hardy.speaking for the school house 
committee, told of tlie handicap that was 
unintentionally imposed upon the school 
hoard when an appropriation was made by 
the citv government to furnish a new school 
ouilUing. The city government asked for 
a specific amount which was hard to esti- 
mate. There had been since the High 
school’sopeuing const mt requests for little 
things that were actually needed. The ap- 
propriated having been exnausted, the 
articles bad to be paid fur out of the inci- 
dentals. 

In this connection Mr. Hardy declared 
that he desired it Know u that the iucldeu- 
tat uccouut w us 815.0UU. aud had been for 
many year*. He knew it could not be c< n- 
linueu at such figures w ith a constant iu- 

on.be ui attendance. 

Without being m (uvor of disturbing the 
balance remaining of that appropriation 
for tui dishing the new Bigelow school, Mr. 
Hardy >aid he would .ike to state that 
thr-re was at least 8l4b uerded for many 
things m the Bigelow school which hail 
been overlowktd. They had no dog; they 
needed a service, tame, chairs, stools, a 
bulletin boatd, etc 

In couclusiou Mr. Hardy presented au 
outer iustructing the superintendent to 
prepare a list ol what furnishings were 
needed in all the >cUools that a special ap- 
propriation might he asked for from tue 
city government. The order was aiopted. 

Mr. Luitw ieier of Ward F:ve tuliowing 
out the spirit of Mayor Pickard's inaugu- 
ral recommendation which says that a 
special committee from the board of alder- 
men and troiu the school bi ard sh> uld 
consider needs of greater school accommo- 
dation* in each ward, presented an order 
to that effect.

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ROTFX HtIWNF.WKLL DAMAGED BY FIRE. 


RKRIOUft HT.A7.K I. AST SUNDAY WHICH ! 
WRECKED A LAROK TART OF THK IN- 
TERIOR AND RKNDKRKD THK HU l . DING 
IT UNFIT FOR OCCUPANCY. 


A serious fire occurred about noon Inst 
Sunday in the Hotel llunnewell on Wash- 
ington ptreet, ami resulted In about $8000 


damage. 

The blaze was of a most deceptive char- 
acter. It started In the woodwork above 
the furnace and steam heating apparatus 
and gradually workod Its way between the 
partitions to the roof. 

When first discovered, large quantities of 
smoke were Issuing through the walls in 
rooms nt the rear. To all appearances the 
fire was of small porportions and the 
amount of apparatus and the number of 
firemen brought out by an alarm from box 
112 at 11.43 a. m. was thought to be quite 


sufficient to handle the (lames. 

Suddenly, and before firemen or specta- 
tors realized that so much fire was con- 
tained within the walls of the structure, 
smoke and flame burst through the roof. 
At 12.12 p. m. a secoud alarm was sounded. 

An additional force of fire-lighters aided 
in placing the blaze under control m t until 
however, smoke and water had peueirated 
every mom In the bnildiug and ell. 

Three steam fire engines, a chemical and 
four hose wagons were put to good use, 
and a large number of lines of hose were 
effectually used. . . 

Police and on-lookers helped in carrying 
out articles, although the police covered 
much furniture in the front part of the 
house with rubber blankets. 

The blaze was one of the largest Newton 
has seen in a long time and furnished ex- 
citement for crowds of spectators. 1 he 
surrounding lawns furnished excellent 
points of vantage and all were occupied. 
It was not uni il 3.30 that the all-out blows 
were sounded. 

The structure contained about 23 guests. 
It is owned by Mrs. A. I). Babcock, form- 
erly of Newtou, but now of Syracuse, N. 
Y. With a large portion of the furnishings 
it was leased by Miss E. P. Craig. Miss 
Craig’s loss was comparatively small. 

Several of the guests sustained personal 
losses by smoke and water while many of 
the articles carried out by the kind-hearted 
and willing citizens were more or less 
damaged. , , . 

The upper part of the rear of the build- 
ing was gutted while the interior of the 
back and central portions suffered much 
from smoke and water. At present the 
hotel is unfit for occupancy.

The Water Supply. 

In order to thoroughly understand the 
existing necessity for another section to 
the covered reservoir, a slight explanation 
of the system in use Id Newton may be of 
interest. 

For a little over a mile on the Needham 
bank of the Charles river, above the , Ken- 
rick bridge at Oak Hill, the city has sunk 
about 200 driven wells, 2 12 inches in di- 
ameter, and averaging 40 feet in depth, al- 
though some are sunk much lower. These 
wells are driven anywhere from 30 to 1300 
feet from the bank of the river, and inter- 
cept the ground water w hich is (lowing in 
that direction. 

The top of these wells empty into a con- 
duit, or rather an elongated well, about 12 
feet under ground and about OOOO feet loug 
which carries the wuter into a pump well 
in the vicinity of the pumping station, 
from which the immense pumps, force it 
into the system of mains aud services 
throughout the city. 

All the water thus forced into the pipes, 
which is not used in consumption, will 
eveutually reach the covered reservoir at 
Wuhan II ill, having a storuge capacity of 
two and one half millions gallons. 

As soon as the pumps ceam working at 
evening and on Sundajs, the supply for the 
city, comes from the cove ed reservoir, 
anu in case of a bad fire, or any serious 
break in the water system, it is necessary 
to start the pumps immediately in order 
that the supply may be sufficient for the de- 
mand. It was found necessary last Mon- 
day morning to start the pumps working at 
4.40 a. m., in order to make up for the 
waste of water at the Ilunuewell Hotel 
lire on .Sunday. 

As the average dally consumption of 
water for the } ear 1900 was 2,OSt»,ouO gallons 
aud us the consumption for noth Juno and 
July of that year average ! over 2,300,000 
gallons it would seem as if the Water Com- 
missioner’s was justified iu asking that a 
new section, to double the present capaci- 
ty of the present covered reservoir, should 
be built as soon as possible iu order to 
uocuminulate sufficient storage of water, 
to act as a reserve iu case of fires, breaks 
or uccldeuts of any kind.

Work of Newton Women 
Is Reviewed. 


Annual Meeting One of Great 
Interest. 


In the parlors of the Central Congrega- 
tional church, Newtonville, Wednesday 
afternoon, the members of the Newton 
Hospital Aid Association held their annual 
me ‘ting. There was n large attendance 
ami the occasion proved one of great inter, 
est. 

The principal event of t e afternoon was 
a delightful address on "What Women can 
do for the Hospital,” given by Eliza B. 
Cahill. M. D., of Boston. 

Dr. Cahill told the history of the Boston 
Homeopathic Hospital, dwelling principally 
upon what the women who had worked 
for it had accomplished. In this connec- 
tion she pointed out the wide field for New- 
ton women in its hospital. The speaker 
strongly advised the appointment of wo- 
men to the staffs of physicians and sur- 
geons connected with the Newton Hospital. 
This suggestion was very kindly received, 
as w as shown by the iuformul discussion 
which followed. 

In the absence of the musical portion of 
the afternoon's program, Mrs. N. Emmons 
Paine told of the work of the lauudry con- 
nected with the Newton Ilospitnl. 

Reports of the different officers were re- 
ceived and expressions of regret, coutaiued 
in a resolution, were made at the retire- 
ment of Mrs. George S. Harwood from the 
positiou of vice president. 

SECRETARY’S REPORT. 

The board of directors of the Newton 
Hospital Aid Association have held eight 
meetings during the year just passed. 
These were generally well uttended and 
much good work was accomplished through 
the unanimity of feeling aud siugleuess of 
pu oose displayed there. 

Through the prt siden’.ind vice-president 
who presided at the lust three tneetiugs 
during the absence abroad of our president, 
we learned of the progress of the work at 
the Hospital and of the comforts and con- 
veniences brought, uot only to the patients 
but to the force of workers there also. 

The free bed has been maintained as 
usual and it is worthy of notice that, at 
every meeting, but one, your board of 
directors made some appropriation for the 
needs of the Hospital. The first, was for 
chairs to be used iu the coutagious wards. 
At the next meeting besides the appropria- 
tion of 8300 for the free bed.a gift of dishes 
wus made through our Association. 

The April meeting was gladdened by the 
gift of one hundred dollurs as a nucleus 
toward the endowment fund, which was 
created at our last aunual meeting, and 
later, sanctioned by the fiuauce committee 
of the Hospital. This sum, together with 
an additional one hundred dollars appro- 
priated by the board, has been placed in a 
savings bauk to remain until it shall have 
increased to a sum large enough to be per- 
manently invested by the finance commit- 
tee. At the same meeting, awnings for the 
sun parlor and rocking chairs lor the Lee- 
son Ward were voted for. 

Iu May we appropriated the sum of 830 
for the coutagious wards, to be used for 
m itri sses and pillows, aud also one hun- 
dred Hollars lor an emergency (uud (or the 
matron's use during the summer. 

On the first of June the board, assisted 
by the members of the Association, and 
Irieuds, gave a tea at the uurses’ home. 

At our October meetiug the ueeds of the 
contagious wards were again brought to 
our uitention. These wards, always inade- 

a uate, had been seriously crippled by the 
r» during the summer, aud the large num- 
ber of diphtheria o sa during the autumn 
male lui.ner demands, not only upon tiie 
accommodations, but upon tbe supplies, 
uud we voted twenty five dollars lor cloth- 
ing for these patimts. 

Each year brings some new work to be 
performed aud the year 1900, the last of the 
century, has been no exueptiuu. One ot 
the special duties has been the furnishing 
of the new laundry. The directors collect- 
ed over (8300). three hundred dollurs from 
their friends in the different villages for 
this purpose, aud with a small appropria- 
tion from our geucrul fund, brought the 
amount up to lour hundred dollars. We 
hope to be able to completely furuisli this 
much needed addition to the Uospitul, but 
the sum of two hundred dollars is still 
needed 

The end of the year brought several 
changes iu our board, and it wus with great 
regret that the connection with our old 
members was severed. The board of direc- 
tors desire to express their appreciation of 
the kindness of the New Church (Society iu 
granting the use of their parlors for our 
monthly meetings, uud we are indebted to 
the Congregational church of Newtouville 
for the accommodations for our auuual 
meetiug. 

The board also wish to thank the editors 
of the Newtou papers for publishing the 
notices of their various meetiugs. 

To the members of our Association, 
whose cordial ussistunce bus enabled us to 
accomplish what we have, aud lo the many 
friends of the Hospital who have been so 
generous and kind iu remembering its 
needs, the directors desire to express their 
gratitude, with the hope that their interest 
iu the work will still continue.

Whist. 

To finesse or not to fiuesse is always a 
question which puzzles the sludeut of 
whist and a few geueral observations may 
be of service. 

In the first place, it would be well for 
the beginner to ullow himself but one 
finesse, tliut of queen, from un uce-queen 
holding. The fiuesse of a jack from'uu 
ace jack holding although tempting to the 
average pluyer is usuully poor whist. It is 
ulso very poor whist to finesse in your 
partner’s suit, unless the ci: qmnstances 
ure unusual, although the queeu-uce finesse 
is not barred when other cards are held. 
It is jour business to clear up pariuer's 
suit when indicated as soon us possible. 

With trumps out or marked iu partner's 
h uni, aud u loug established suit, a finesse 
la very bud play indeed, us the illustration 
below will show. 

Un the coutrary with trumps out, and a 
set up suit iu the hands of your right 
hand opponent, the deepest finesse is re- 
quired in order to prevent that opponent 
troin obtaining the lead. When such a 
combination is found ttie lead should be 
kept with partner, if possible, or with the 
left hand opponent. 

The fiuesse obligatory is a play but little 
understood, and yet, very many tricks can 
be saved by its use. This pluy comes more 
frequently when the original lead is from 
u long suit headed by an honor, below the 
ace, aud where partner winning the trick 
quite Cheaply, returns the suit imiue Late- 
ly. Iu such a case, the master cards of 
the suit being murked at the left, the ouly 
possible chance to save the honor is to 
hold it up uud ullow fourth hand to win 
the trick. 1’tiis play, particularly in trumps, 
will very often proven trick winner. 

The beginner, however, should use the 
finesse us rurely as possible, uud allow the 
experience which comes with practice, to 
teuch him, w here aud wheu not to finesse. 

The following hand wus dealt at a match 
game, some years ago iu the N. E. W. A., 
and dearly shows the advantage of not 
tuk ing a tempting finesse.

North aud .South 12 tricks. 

Tricks 1-5. North w ith great strength 
in trumps uuii do nothing better than to 
exhaust West and play for South’s suit, 
w li loh is clearly marked by his partner’s 
discards of spades und dubs the reverse iu 
clubs (tricks 4 and 5) showing a re-entry iu 
clubs. Tricksd 7 Fust’s refusal to pluy 
the diamond aue purticulurly ut trick 7 is 
inexcusable, but the pluy uutually occurred 
and South deliberately forces purtuer iu 
order to dear the diamond suit. 

Trick li. The temptation lo finesse here 
is very strong indeed, but even a novice 
can see that four tricks will he lost, if 
Fust and West are ever permitted to slurt 
their spade suit. 

Moral— Don’t finesse.

AWAY SUDDENLY WHILE VISITINO A 
FIUKNI) IN NEWTONVILLE. 


Prof. Elisha Gray, PhD. LLD. a chev- 
alier In the Legion of Honor of France, 
nnd one of this country's most prominent 
Inventors in electrical solcnce, died sudden- 
ly Sunday evening at the home of a friend 
in Newtonville. 

Prof. Gray, whose home was in High- 
land Park, a suburb of Chicago, had been 
a resident of Boston about two years, dur- 
ing which he had given his time to assist- 
ing Arthur J. Mutidy, n Boston man, in 
perfecting Mr. Mundy’s invention of a sub- 
marine signalling device. 

Sunday Prof. Gray went with Mr. 
Mundy to Newtonville to call on friends. 
They passed a few hours at the home of 
Mr. Henry M. Soule, and about 5 o'clock 
Prof. Gray left Mr. Soule’s house to make 
a few more calls before taking the 8.40 
train back to Boston. 

He was apparently then In the host of 
health. After making his calls, and when 
on his way back to the train, lie wus taken 
sick, and went into a drug store to get 
something to relieve him. The druggist 
saw that tie was seriously ill, and calling a 
cur Tinge, sent him to the friend's house he 
had just left. 

Here Prof. Gray grew rapidly worse. 
His wife and son, David E. Gray were 
sent for, und arrived shortly before his 
death, which ocourred about 11 30.

Their Club. 


Professor William Z. Ripley of Newton 
Centre and of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology has gone to Washington, 
having been unpointed expert iu transpor- 
tation to the United States Industrial Com- 
mission. Some time ago Professor Ripley 
testified before the commission, and bis 
grasp of the subject of transportation und 
his wide knowledge exhibited in his testi- 
mony caused tlie commission to consider 
the advisability of securing his services. 
Professor Ripley lias accepted the appoint- 
ment, und w ill deal iu speciul reports of 
the commission with such questions as ruil- 
road consolidation, capitalization and the 
operation of the interstate commerce laws* 
The commission lias published five volumes 
already, but bus not dealt with the phases 
of industrial development which have 
arisen out of tlie recent railroad consolida- 
tions. He will be absent on his duties 
probably for several months, hut has not 
severed his connection with tlie Institute 
of Technology, aud will continue his In- 
struction there. 


MKS. MARY WINSLOW DWIGHT. 


DEATH AT AUUURNDALE OF A WOMAN 
WHOSE HUSH AND AND BROTHERS WERE 
MEN OF PROMINENCE. 


Mrs. Mary Winslow Dwight, widow of 
Henry William Dwight, former general su- 
perintendent of tlie American Express Com 
puny, died early Mouduy evening at her 
home, 387 Central street, Auburndule. 
Death resulted from u shock. She hud 
been un invalid for several years. 

Mrs. Dwight was born at Albany, N. Y. 
ami came from one of the old families of 
that place which figured prominently in 
the utYairs of the revolution. Her grand- 
father was (lie builder of the first Ameri- 
can tleet launched oil Luke Cliumplaiu, und 
which for u time successfully burred the 
way of the British udvanoe along that wu- 
ter way toward New York. Her father 
was Richurd Winslow, who was engaged 
in the transportation business ulong the 
Hudson river previous to theentering upon 
these waters of tlie steamboat. Her moth- 
er wus Mary Corniug. 

In tbe Civil war, one of her brothers, 
John Winslow, who wus the first to pluce 
on the market tlie famous Bessemer steel, 
uohieved fame us the builder of tlie little 
Monitor, which so successfully heat oft the 
confederate ram Meriimuo from its attack 
on the Union warships at Hampton Rouds, 
Ya. Another brother, Mr. Richurd Henry 
Winslow, is a member of tlie bunking firm 
of Winslow, Lanier A Co. of New Yoik. 
Another, Edward Winslow, w as the found- 
er of the American Express Company. 

Mrs. Dwight hud resided iu Aubuiudule 
for uboiil 12 years, und came to Newtou 
with her family from Pittsfield. She was 
u member of the Auburndule Congregation- 
ul church, and hud u large circle of friends. 
She is survived by two sous an 1 two daugh- 
ters, Mr. Henry W. Dwight und Dr. Edwiu 
W. Dwight, both of Boston, and Mrs. Ed- 
ward Hunting Rudd of New York uud 
Miss Funny A. Dwight of Auburndule. 

Funeral services were held ut 3,15 yester- 
duy afternoon utthe family residence. Rev. 
Churles M. Southgate, pastor of tlie Au- 
burndule Congregational ohuron, olliciuled, 
uud there wus singing by a quartet. Today 
the remains were conveyed to Stockbridge 
for interment. 


The annual meeting of the Newton Con- 
gregational Club was held at the Woodland 
Park Hotel on Monday evening. About 
sixty were present, and after a social hour 
in the pnrlors they adj urned to the dining- 
room, where the divine blessing was in- 
voked by tlie Rev. Henry E. Oxnard, pas- 
tor of the North church. 

The prcaident, the Rev. Edward M, 
Noyes of the First church, called t lie club 
to order after supper, and during tbe even- 
ing Mr. Waldo W. Cole gave several solos, 
Including King’s “Israfel;” Sargent’s “Sir 
Mnrmaduke,’’ and Allitsen’s "There i» a 
land;” one stanza being especially fitting 
because of i’.s reference to Queen Victoria. 

The following report of the outlook com- 
mittee was given by tlie Rev. B. II. Isling- 
ton, I). D. 

The outlook committee are happy to re- 
port to tlie olub that the twentieth century 
has actually dawned upon the world. It 
came upon us very quietly. Even those of 
us who watched out the old century, pre- 
ceded no disturbance in the revolutions of 
the spheres. The new century would have 
come in without noise or stir of any sort, 
had it not been for the ringing of chimes 
and bells, and the blowing of trumpets 
We still have the rising and setting of suns, 
and the succession of storms and fair 
weather. The world is still full of wars 
aud rumors of wars, and the rule of the 
Priuoe of Peace does not yet extend over 
the whole world which He has redeemed. 
We are girding ourselves anew for the mis- 
sionary work abroad, and for evangelizing 
our own country. And yet we are quite 
sure that the work of God in the world 
will go forward with increased spiritual 
power in tlie new century. 

Within the limited field of the seven 
churches of Newtou some events of special 
interest to u> have taken place. The pub- 
lication of the Meuioriul Volume of Dr. 
Furber, under tbe auspices of the First 
church, is one of these events. We shall 
enjoy reuding his life, which extended 
over so large a part of the old century. 
Such work as he did, and such us the pas- 
tors of his time did, helped prepare the 
churches for the larger work that is now 
opening before them. 

J’lie church at Auburndule celebrated its 
first jubilee during the week between Nov. 
llth und Nov. 18th. There was a re- 
turn of some members of the church and 
congregation who are now living in other 
places. There was the attendance of a 
goodly number from other churches in tlie 
vicinity. There was a review of the mis- 
sionary activities of the church for 50 
years; a review of young people’s work; 
the Sunday morning sermon by the pastor ; 
aud the historical address by the pastor 
emeritus; there were messages from abseut 
members of the church, and from former 
pastors, tlie whole making the occasion 
memorable in fhe history of that church, 
uud iu the experience of tlie friends of that 
church who came from other places. 

The resignation of our brother, Rev. 
Charles E Havens, pastor for the last seven 
years of the church at Newton Highlands, 
is uu event which we all regret. He came 
to a church of 192 members; he leaves it a 
church ot 239 members. Within this short 
period of seven years every one of our 
seven churches has had a new minister. 

Very impressive services were held in 
most of the villages of Newton on tlie last 
night of the old year. The one at Newtou 
Corner was in the Methodist church. Dr. 
Davis of Eliot church preached an excel- 
lent sermou to a large congregation gath- 
ered from all the churches. The services 
continued until the ringing of the chimes 
of Grace church aunounued tlie coming of 
the New Year. 

At Auburndule a large congregation met 
in tbe cliapel of our church, under the lead 
of Dr. F. E. Clark. Tlie services were 
very timely and very suggestive. At 10.40 
they ull went to tlie Episcopal church, 
where an abbreviated form of evening 
prayer was read, after which Rev. Mr 
Southgute preached a short sermon. At 12 
o’clock all were kneeling in silent prayer. 
It was a beautiful and helpful hour. At 
Newton Centre tlie services were held in 
the Methodist church, und they were very 
impressive.

THE FORM OF BALLOT. 


Friends of the Australian ballot in Its 
present form should be on the alert, ai d 
keep careful watch of the bill introduced 
by Representative Dowse of Malden, to 
allow the voting of straight tickets at 
elections by one cross. 

The secrecy of the present ballot is ab- 
solute as far as the marking and casting of 
it are concerned, and this is the feature 
which commends the ballot to many. 

With the Dowse bill as law, the ward 
heelers and other objeotionable politicians 
can readily determine whether or not a 
voter marks a straight ticket from the 
length of time taken in the booth. A com- 
paratively short stay would indioate a 
straight party vote, and a longer period 
would denote some independent voting. 
We do not believe that any citizen begrudg- 
es an extra minute or two at the two elec- 
tions held each year which might be 
saved by the Dowse bill, at the expense 
of destroying the seorecy of the ballot. 

The present ballot is as near perfect as 
any that requires a ballot box and tellers, 
and until the voting machine is perfected 
should be sacredly guarded.

OUR WATER SUPPLY. 


The article in another column briefly de- 
scriptive of the system in use in this city 
of furnishing and storing of water will be 
of interest ou account of the request of 
the Water Commissioner for the construc- 
tion of unother section of the covered 
reservoir. 

When the land on top of Waban Mill 
was purchased for reservoir purposes, it 
was planned to build a large covered reser- 
voir in four sections, each capable of hold- 
ing *2, 500,000 gallons, and with an ornament- 
al high service observation tower in the 
center. Only one section has been built, but 
the reasons advanced by the Commissioner 
are so convincing that steps w ill undoubted- 
ly be taken iu the near future towards 
carrying out his recommendation.

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State House Letter. 


(Special to the Graphic.) 

Boston. .Ian. 23, 1001. 
The members of the general court are 
getting on the committee harness In fairly 
good shape, both Messrs. Dana and Bul- 
lard having spent a good deal of time In 
committee rooms during the past week. 
Mr. Bullard's committee very quickly de- 
cided that there was no loud call for the 
purchase of the four great railroad systems 
of the Commonwealth by the State, and so 
reported the matter adversely and the re- 
port has been accepted. The Judiciary 
committee will report soon on the question 
of fixing a standard of measure for coal and 
coke, and it is hardly expected the bill then 
reported will be opposed. 

The state board of oharity made Its an- 
nual report early In the week. At the 
present time this board has no Newton 
member. The board in its work of Inspec 
tion has this year as usual gone through 
the almshouses of the state. The work is 
done by William Hopewell, appointed 
under a new law inspector of almshouses 
a few months since. He wns unable to 
visit all of them, however, and therefore 
makes no report on the Newton almshouse. 
A report is made, however, on the Middle- 
sex county truant school at North Chelms- 
ford, which may be of interest. During 
the past year 71 were committed to this 
school and 54 discharged, while 11 were 
released on probation and only one was 
returned to the school. The expenses for 
the year ending Sept. 30, 1900, were $17,482. 
Cl. The average weekly cost per capita 
was $ 1 . 88 . A new building has recently 
been erected at this institution for the 
private use of the superintendent and his 
family, his former residence being used 
lor administrative purposes. A steam 
laundry has recently been plnced in the 
basement of one of the buildings. Supt. 
Warren has very little trouble with the 
boys of this school. If a boy behaves well 
for a certain period of time, he is placed in 
what is called the honor grade which al- 
lows him many privileges among which is 
the opportunity of making occasional visits 
to his parents. 

Senator Nutt has introduced a number 
of bills in connection with probate matters 
of late. In addition to his bill for a mes- 
senger for the Middlesex Probate Court, 
he has put in one relative to the jurisdic- 
tion of probate courts of insolvency, to 
provide that these courts be open except 
on holidays established by the law for 
making orders and decrees “in all matters 
before them.” The last five words are 
substituted for two words “such matters” 
which are now in the law', these being 
matters in equity, for all hearings, for pro 
ceedings iu contempt, etc. It will thus be 
seen that the amendment broadens the law. 
He has also offered a bill to provide that 
when sickness prevents the performance of 
his duties by the regular judge of probate 
the compensation of the judge of some 
other county performing his duties shall 
come from the county treasury. At t lie 
present time the law provides that except 
where "interest” prevents the regular 
judge sittiug Ills salary above three per 
centum of his regular salary shall be paid 
from the salary of the regular judge. The 
compensation iu these cases is $15 per day 
of this year. 

We are still waiting for the annual re- 
port of the Metropolitan water board and 
of the Metropolitan Park Commissioners. 
It has been determined by the presiding otli- 
cers that the Governor's recommendation in 
relation to the consolidation of the Metro 
politan water and sewer boards, as also 
the bill offered by Mr. Davis of Amesbury 
to consolidate these under the name of tiie 
Metropolitan district commissioners, shall 
go to the committee on public service sit- 
ting, jointly with Metropolitan affairs. 
Tue natural result of this assignment, 
which is uudoubtedly the correct one to 
muke, will be to postpone hearings on this 
metter until some time in April, after the 
regular hearings of these committees on 
bids bef- re them have beeu given. For 
sume reason or other committees seem to 
dislike ^holding joint sessions until ull the 
ether bills and petitions they have, have 
been gotten out of the way. The indica- 
tions are that even it these board? are con- 
solidated the only change will be that 
there will be only one office maintained in- 
stead ol two, with slight reductions in 
lents and administrative expenses. So far 
as t tie engineering corps is concerned, it 
is claimed that the engineers of the water 
boaid have now all thut they can possibly 
do.su that chief engineer Brown of thc- 
sewer commission would nuturully con 
tinue his work as be is now doing it, with 
a eeparate corps of engineers, to finish the 
lutldiug ol the high level sewer from the 
southern part of Newtou to the sea, and 
other enterprises. 

Ex-Representative Chadwick was a visi- 
tor uu lieucon H ill on Monduy, renewing 
acquaintaiuces with old friends. 

'I here are no indication? of a disposition 
on anybody’s parr, to uttempt work in the 
direction of exterminating the gypsy moth 
The investigation of lust year, resulting 
as it did iu no appropriation tor the work is 
too rec-mt to be forgotten. The writer be- 
lieves that no serious detects were shown 
iu the work of the gypsy moth committee, 
but a great deal ot opposition developed 
among the members ot the general court, 
und most of those who led iu the opposi- 
tion were returned this year. It will there- 
fore be necessary to wait a little while 
until the moth lias again developed into 
a menace to vegetation. The fact that 
small damage was dune last year by it is 
the very best indication of the thorough 
work of the gjpsy moth committee, hut 
the writer’s own observation convinces 
him that some beautiful groves will he 
stripped the comiug season uuless their 
owners are alive to the danger which 
men tees them, as at the present time the 
trunks of beautiful pines and other trees in 
tiie infested district are spotted here and 
there with egg clusters, each one of which 
is likely to batch out several hundred cater- 
pillars. .Street commissioner Boss of your 
city made a hue argument last year in 
lavor of continuing the woik.uiul eveiilu 
ally his judgment is sure to be vindicated. 

Prison Commissioner Herbert D Wurd 
hue u fine notice in a new volume illustra- 
ting the State House which has just been 
pul into ciiculaliou. Mr. Wald's views 
on the question of consolidating the office 
of superintendent of pris n witli that of 
his ooard will uiioduhledly ue giveu to the 
coimuiliees on public service and prisons 
when they lake up the Governor’s recom- 
mendation in regaidio this nutter. There 
are some very aide men and women on the 
prison commission ; hut none ot (hem 1 ms 
the absolute familiarity with everything 
connected with our prison adminisiiuiion 
and industries possessed by F. G. Petti 
grove, formerly secretary ol the bouid and 
at piesent eupeiiuteudeiit of prisous. Al- 
though it is hot slated in so many words by 
anybody it is clear thut the Common- 
wealth would lose the benefit of Mr. Petti- 
grove’s experience and aid uuless tie was 
made the paid chairman of the board 
undtr the uew regime. Therefore there is 
little doubt iu anybody's mind that this is 
to be the result of the legislation. 

Two reports came from the railroad com- 
missioners, of which.Guorge tt\ Bishop (if 
Newton is u member, last week. They sent 
iu their anuuai report, w hich among other 
thiucs recommended that mileage books 
for 500 tulles be issued by all our railroads. 
Then the commission sent in a si until re- 
port on the question of whether our street 
lailway companies should in coiUm QMM 
pay a portion of tb° expenses of sepuratiug 
giade crossings. Tin board very uaturally 


recommends that a portion of the expense 
be assessed upon street railway companies 
where their tracks cross those of a steam 
railroad at grade. In order to prove Ha 
ease, the board points out Hint it is no 
longer a sensible course for the street rail- 
way companies to allege that the fact that 
municipalities may at nny time revoke their 
locations should release them from tois 
obligation. The hoard knows of no In- 
stance w here a local Ion 1 ms been revoked, 
although there maybe isolated ones. There- 
fore they recommend that the railway 
companies pay a lump sum, to be assessed 
by the grade etossings commissioners In 
each ease: that they have the right to peti- 
tion for eliminations as Is now the case 
with the railroads, the Commonwealth, and 
the cities and towns, and that incase of 
a revocation there be no repayment of the 
sum paid By paying a lump sum the ue- 
cesssity for a new division of payments is 
avoided, as after it is paid the remaining 
a nouut may he assessed as now, <15 per cent 
to the ruiuond and tiie remainder between 
the stute and municipality. While this re- 
port may be opposed oy tiie committee on 
street railways, tile fact that it comes from 
a board so l.uiiii.u with all these questions 
a? the railroad commission, will probably 
lean to the enactment of the reuommenda- 
tious into luw. MAN N 


' One of Mo».nrt*« Outbreaks.

Tlii 9 sub- 
stitution did not lujure the harmony, 
but gave a commonplace character to 
the phrase, and obscured the sentiment 
of the composer. 

Mozart no sooner heard It than he 
started up vehemently, anil, from the 
middle of the pit, cried out In a voice 
of thunder: “Will you play D sharp, 
you wretches?” 

The sensation produced in the theater 
may be Imagined. The actors were 
astounded, the lmly who was singing 
stopped short, the orchestra followed 
her example, anil the audience, with 
loud exclnmntions, demanded the ex- 
pulsion of the offender. He was ac- 
cordingly seized, anil required to name 
himself. He did so, anil nt the name 
of Mozart the clamor subsided, and 
was succeeded by shouts of applause 
from all sides. 

It was insisted that the opera should 
be recommenced. Moznrt was Install- 
ed In the orchestra, nml directed the 
whole performance. This time the D 
sharp wns played In its proper place, 
and the musicians themselves were 
surprised at the superior effect pro- 
duced. After the opera Mozart was 
conducted iu triumph to his hotel. 


Too Mncli Horns. 

Charles Mackay once told this story 
In connection with a Burns memorial: 
Mackay had promised to collect shil- 
lings for some monument to the honor 
of Burns, and he applied with confi- 
dence for a subscription to an Eng- 
lishman who had represented In parlia- 
ment for many years a certain Scot- 
tish borough. 

“No,” said Mr. Fortescue Harrison. 
“1 am no longer in parliament, and 1 
have now much pleasure In refusing 
to subscribe the shilling which in 
former days 1 should have beeu 
obliged to give.

I had to praise him in the 
most fulsome manner, without having 
read his works.

After assuring himself that Ids ob- 
servations were correct, ho tried Ids 
experiments In different ways. lie 
found that even in the blood leaving 
tlie liver of nn animal tlmt lmd been 
fed only on substances containing no 
sugar, sugar could be demonstrated.

The only possible conclusion from 
this wns that the liver was capable of 
manufacturing tills form of sugar out 
of nonsugar containing material, or 
even from the blood of n fasting ani- 
mal.— Catholic World.
